There is a clause in the new law 
which provides that eggs put up in 
cold storage shall not be too fresh, nor 
too aged. Just where is the dividing 
line was the question raised by the 
attorneys for the dealers yesterday, 
and was the question that “stumped” 
the board. The doctors were so much 
in doubt that they laid the cases and 
the eggs over until the next meeting. 
Meantime experts will be called in to 
enlighten them and depositions will 
be taken also from men in a position 
| tO know something about storage eggs. 
| It was claimed by an inspector of 
the health board that these Les An- 
geles dealers were selling crld-storage 
eggs as frésh eggs and that the hen 
fruit was not in an inviting condition. 
The dealers claimed, on the uther hand, 
that the eggs in question were loaded 
into Cars almost as soon 


they were as good and valuable 
first-clate ranch eggs of California. 

Thies difference of opinion will be 
settled, not by the State Board of 
Health, but for them.

PITTSBURGH (Kan.) Dec 4,—After 
a detailed investigation, the authori- 
ties tonight were unable to determine 
whether Miss Goldie Ingberg, the 
twenty-year-old girl, who met a mys- 
terious death at her home early to- 
day, was murdered or committed sul- 
cide. 

The police generally accept the the- 
ory that the girl killed herself, but 
physicians who examined the body, are 
divided in opinion. 

“They got my diamonds and then 
gave me poison,” gasped the girl to 
her mother, who found her dying on 
the front porch of the house. Her 
lips were burned with ‘acid. The dia- 
mond ear-rings were gone. Every cir- 
cumstance pointed to murder. ~ 

But the police advance another the- 
ory. The girl may have quarreled with 
the person who gave her the diamonds 
and returned them. Then, in a fit of 
remorse, she may have killed herself, 
and in order to protect her family, 
told the murder story. 

If the girl was murdered, her slayer 
entered the front bedroom, dragged 
her to the porch, and after taking her 
diamonds, poured acid down her throat. 

Miss Ingberg's ear-rings had been 
torn from her eags. She lived but a 
short time after being found by her

She said the men had poured carbolic 
acid into her mouth, then while one of 
the men placed his hand over her lips, 
they dragged her onto the porch, and 
pulied the diamond ear-rings from 
their place. 

Mies Ingberg soon lost consciousness 
and died without describing her as- 
sallants.

Electricity Rate War Gets 
‘Warm at Pasadena.

PASADENA, Dec. 5.—Another slash

+ ity. As a result of the rate war now 
af Oh between the municipal electric 
lighting plant and the Southern Cali- 
a. fornia Edison Company, the latter yes- 
terday announced a new scale which 
is lower than rate for electricity ever 
made op the Pacific Coast, if not in 
It provides for a 
charge of 2% cents per kilowatt for 
consumers using 2000 kilowatts or over 
a per month; 8% cents for consumers 
using over 1000 and less than 2000 per 
£ month; 4% cents for consumers using 
|} $00 or less than 1000 per month; 4% 
- g@nts for consumers using over 100 and 
less than 600 per month, and for the 
first 100 or less per month the rate is 
5 per kilowatt. The new rates 
are ounced as effective December 1. 

Before the city. built its electric 
plant the Edison company charged 
12% cents per kilowatt for juice, with 
a scale downward for large consumers. 
When the. city completed its plant 
and cut the price to a maximum of & 
cents, the Edison company retaliated 
by taking. out its meters and charging | 
® flat rate niuch cheaper than the city 
lights. To offset the flat-rate system 
the city adopted an ordipance com- 
pelling all. electric-lighting companies 
in the city to install meters and to sell 
juice at a price per kilowatt. The Edi- 
son com met this rebuff by cut- 
ting the meter rates down to 5 cents 
per kilowatt maximum. To meet the 
action of the Edison company the city 
reduced tts price to 7 cents per kilo- 
watt as ‘A maximum, but reducing 
rates to large consumers, those using 
2038 or more per month, to 3 cents per 
kilowatt. On this basis the city made 
! tracts with the Maryland and Ray- 
acy. mond hotels, two of the lergest con- 
summers in the city. 

The ofGcials of the municipal plant 
have not made any statements as to 
whether they will make any attempt 
to meet the newest cut on the of 
the company. although they 
‘ have Stated that if the city plant gets

Mayor Earley announced yesterday 
that every effort will be made to 
gtamp out the epidemic of rabies which 
mow exists in the city. Secretary 
Bertonneau of the Board of Trade 
called on the Mayor yesterday and 
Stated that Pasadena is getting a 
large amount of unwholesome adver- 
tising om account of the hydrophobia 
Scare. Mayor Earley stated that an 
ordinance will be passed by the City 
Council next Tuesday requiring all 
dogs within the city to be muzzled 
until the epidemic is over. He also 
favors imposirn~ a heavy fine on all 
owners of d who do not promptly 
comply with the law and says that 
‘he is in favor of instructing all police 
and Humane Society officers to shoot 
all dogs not properly muazzied. 
Mayor states that drastic action will 
be taken and that every ci n ought 
to do everything possible to aid the 
Officers in ridding the city of the exis- 
tance of rabies’ among cauines.

ORE MEDICAL EMPIRICISM. 

_ A noted Roumanian physician is new in the 
United States and will demonstrate at an early day 
his\new anesthetic as a substitute for ether and 
chloroform in surgigal operations. This new device 
im surgery consists in benumbing to absolute torpor 
the immediate parts where the operation is to be 
performed. It is by an application of strychnine 
and something called stovaine. 

For example,’in a case of appendicitis the ab- 
deminal regions are paralyzed by an application of 
these drugs while the rest of the person's body and 
his entire mind unaffected. He lies. and laughs 
and chats with the surgeon who is cutting out his 
vermiform appendix. He feels no pain; but not 
losing. his consciousness, as in the use of ether, 
there ig no evil effect left behind. 

i Now it may be that the discovery of the Rou- 
manian doctor will prove a great advance. But it 
will not do to build too much upon the statements 
of the advocate of this new method. All medicine 
and surgery are more or legs empirical. A great 
dea! is simply guesswork. The discoverer of a new 
process in surgery or of a new drug in the materia 
medica is very enthusiastic. He believes thorough

in America and Europe teok up the treatment of © 


acute pain like neuralgia and rheumatism by a new 
method. It consisted in h rmic ,injections of 
morphia and atropia mingled together in certain 
quantities. A small syringe was thrust under the 
cuticle. and then this mixture was pumped in so 
that it spread throughout the whole system. The 
writer has heard physicians of great renown and 
has read written opinions from others stating that 
there was absolutely no danger in the use of this 


compound drug. These statements went so far as — 


to hold that half a dozen such injections a day 
might be resorted to without in any way impairing 
the health of the patient. It was really only neces- 
sary in the mest acute cases to resort to these in- 
jections ance in from twenty-four to ight 
hours. The dose produced profound stupor with 
stertarqus breathing in sleep. Excepting for the 
reepiration the person would seem to be dead. On 
awakening after twelve to fifteen hours of sleep the 
eyes of the person to whom this treatment. had been 
applied were twice as large and bright as usual, as 


a result of the drug, which is related to belladonna. 


It was yery soon discovered that the doctors were 


all wrong, that they had been simply guessing. For 


more than twenty years the writer has not heard 
the treatment mentioned. Through the pores of the 
skin a patient after frequent treatments of this 
kind absolutely exuded the smell of morphine. The 
general health gave way, and if the treatment had 
been continued there is no doubt that it would have 
resulted in death.. 

This is not to condemn empiricism in medicine. 
It is the most empirical of all sciences. It cannot 
be classed as an exact science. It is necessary to 


experiment in these ways in order to make any ad- 


vance in medical science or in surgical skill. The 
medical science has made about as much progress 
as most of the other so-called sciences: of the day, 
end surgery hag gone forward with great stri 

We shall have to submit to these experiments, 
but we should watch their effectg and not expect 
from any of them the removal of all the ills that 
fiesh is r to.

We ‘spend a tremendous amount of time and a 
far greater amount of money on doing the things 
that are not worth doing and that were better left 
undone while we continue to regard human life as 
the cheapest commodity in the world. The man 


_who is well and surrounded with care and protee- 


tion becomes inhumanly selfish, appearing to. care 
little who lives or dies go long as he is safe himself. 
The fact that a half million babies die every year 
whose lives could be saved is actually a matter of 
small concern to the average: American citizen... 

. We ought to’ be ashamed of ourselves. And we 
ought to awaken to the fact that a nation which is 
so brutally selfish as this cannot always prosper. 
The wrath of God is sure to visit us if we sit idly 
and lift no hand te prevent this awful slaughter 
of the innocents. We puff around and bluster about 
navies and armies and fortifications and stee) mills 
and soap factories, caring not as mueh as a snap of 
eur fingers for the ravishes that death is making 
among the poor and the needy whose little ones are 
carted off to untimely graves by the hundreds of 
thousands every year for the want of aid and at- 
tention. 

If you ask what are you going to do about it— 
you yourself—-the answer is that you can interest 
yourself in children’s hospitals and dispensaries and 
in organizations which are trying to keep the spec- 
ter of disease and death away from the doors of 


those who are unable to make the fight themselves,

THIS ‘COUNTRY’S Pow ER, 
Former Visitor There Throws In- 
teresting Light on, Political Condi- 
tione—How the Soldiery Main- 
— Americans Trea With 


ical principles and definite ‘party I'nes 
is mostly Teaponsibie for the instabil- 
ity of the Nicaraguan government is 
the opinion. of D. M. Adams, an at- 
torney, with offices in the Pacific 
Electric building, who is a close stu- 
dent of Central American affairs. He 
spent a year in Nitaragua and Hon- 
duras in 1890. 

Mr. Adams says that at the time of 
his residence in Nicaragua he noticed: 
that all elections hinged absolutely 
on the personal characteristics of the 
men who Were seeking control of the 
government. The President really be- 
comes. a dictator. The attributes of 
such a prospéctive ruler, thererore, 
necessarily became the important is- 
sue, because the welfare of the coun- 
try depends on man who dictates 
its policies. 

Those who are interested in the de- 
velopment of Central America from 
an industrial] standpoint hold the opin- 
fon that political dissensions, which 
to civil wars, are always impend- 
ng, 
ditions. Planters, miners and mah- 
ufacturers are that In WNica- 
ragua this condition ig especially true.

William Curtis, special corre- 
spondent of the Chicago Record-Her- 
ald, tells that paper of a recent inter- 
view with J. 2. McKee, in charge 0: 
the water power installations of the 
General Electric Company. Mr. Mc-

“The question of that company or 
anybody else getting up a water 
power monoply is sc ridiculous that it 
is difficult to understand how any 
sane man can put any faith in tie 
suggestion. 

“So far as the Genera] Electric Com- 
pany proper is cohcerned,” continued 
Mr. “the only water p°wer 
plants in which we have an interest 
are six in number.

‘The company has in operation thir- 
to-five miles of fiumes and pipe lines, 
and approximately 600 miles of trans- 
mission lines, and 400 miles of tele- 
lines. This is more indicative 
of the Increased use of power in that 
section of the country than it is of 
the wth of water powers, because 
the plants owned by the Telluride 
Power Company are every one of them 
on land owned by the companics them- 
selves, and hone of them is on forest 
reserves. 

PUBLIC WOULD NOT INVEST. 

“In regard to the General Electric 
Company,” continued Mr. McKee, “the 
history of the electrical business, as a 
whole, would just as well tell what 
interests it has in water powers. Go- 
ing back to 1890, and even a little 
earlier, the quéstion of electric light- 
ing plehte was largely ome of con- 
fidence on the paft of the manufac- 
turer whe was making electrical ma- 
chinery. 

The suggestion that the public shou!d 
raise alarge sum of money and the 
electric company simply stand ready 
to supply apparatus and make a profit 
out of it was a good proposition pos- 
sibly, but the public did not recognize 
it as such. In their minds it was en- 
tirely too experimental, with the result 
that to build up the lighting business 
the manufacturers of machinery had 
to find the people who would put up 
the ey, organize the company and | 
make ¢ investment. 

“Hienee you will find that most of 
. the large cities have what ‘s called the 

‘Edison. Blectric Lighting ‘©ompany’ 
Chicago you will find the Chicago 
Edison Company and so all over 
the country, the reason in those cases 
being that in the early days the Edi- 
son company, as such, Induced cap- 
italists and among them their own di- 
rectors and stockholders, to subscribe 
to the funds necessary to install these 
plants. 

“tt ig hardly necessary to say that 
the enterprises were successful. The 
Edison Company prospered therefrom, 
as well as did the individuals who 
made the investments. 
ELECTRIFICATION OF RAILWAYS.4 

“The same procss was foliowed by 
the Edison and Thomson-Houston 
companies in connection with the clec- 
trifying of raijroads. The first elec- 
tyification of street railroads had ro 
be done at the expense of the compan- 
jes that furnished the plant. The peo- 
ple who were in those conrpanties, in 
rendering such assisiance, sot only 
found the money to exploit the enter- 
prises, but the manufactérers them- 
ecives, a rule, accepted gtec, or 
bonds of the new enterprises as partial 
er for apparatus to be furnished 

y them. 

“The result of this, for instance, at 
the time of the consolidating of the 
Edison and Thomson-Houston 
panies, was that the combined ireat- 
uries of those two companies had more 
than $18,000,000 worth of securities of 
this character. 

“It was roognized ai that time that 
the business had become so well estah- 
liehed that it woutd hardly be neccs- 
gary for the parent companies to con- 


tinue this policy, and, therefore, ‘Taal 


ord'nate companies were organized and 
the above-mentioned securities were 
turned over to them.

LONDON, November 21.—Americans 
are accustomed to jook on the English 
public services as modelg of econ- 
omy and efficiency, and Englishmen 


are in the habit of priding themselvec| 


on the fact that the graft scandals 
wihch are so frequently ‘heard of in 
connection with American cities are 
unheard of here, tut both Americans 
and Englishmen will their belief 
in English efficiency of adipinistration 
mt least, rudely shaken by the revela- 
tipns which have just been made in 
evidence taken by the Committee of 
Public Accoppts. This is a committee 
appointed by the. House of Commons 
to look into the general system of aid- 
ministration in what are known as the 
“Spending Gepartments” of the gov- 
ernment, and it has been finding out 
things that are surprising, a:.d in many 
cases amusing. 

It is only fair to say at the start 
that there has been no evidence to in- 
dicate that anybody in the government 
service made any profit out of it, but 
what is nearly as bad, there was lots 
of eyidence that a g60d many of the 
government servants allowed the gov- 
ernment to be cheated, and wasted the 
public moncy simply because they knew 


ir dyty to perform. 

S usual the army came off worst.

IN HIS STEPS. 

The party with which J. J. Blick will 
be associated on his present trip to 
Africa will probably follow more or 
less closely the route taken by the 
Roosevelt expedition. It is organized} 
as a hunting trip only, and will con- 
sume about six months. Blick will act 
as the main guide, as he ix familiar 
with all the ground that is to be 
traversed. He was mentioned to H. 
C. Frick by John Ha 
with whom he was personally ac- 
quainted, and was immediately secured 
by the steel magnate as the guide for 
hig sons expedition. 

Four times Blick has visjted Africa, 
each time for extended expiorations. 
His first trip was made in 1894, and 
kept him two years. During this time 
ne Was prospecting and exploring, do- 
ing only such hunting as cane inci- 
dentally in the eourse of two years’ 
wande ng through a big game coun- 
try. y 1896, when he returned, he 
had developed into a crack shot, car- 
rying a reputation for marksmanship 
“ hich bas grown steadily since that 

me. 

Three months after his return to 
America Blick was again on his way 
to Africa, in January, 1897. His jour- 
ney lasted until February, «8, when 
he returned to the United States, and 
went north for two years tn the Klon- 
dyke. Then he again returned to 
ea where he took part in the Boer 

ar 

Eiephants, rhinoceros, tigers, lions, 
leopards and nearly all other varieties 
of big game have fallen before Blick’'s 
rifie. The Blick ranch home is half- 
filled with trophies of the cnase, rang- 
ing from ivory canes cut from the 
wild bull elephant to such skins as 
that of the lioness shot when Loben- 
guia was captured. 

Twelve hundred miies into the heart 
of Africa Blick penetrate. on his last 
trip from the west coast. Five hun- 
dred was the record he established the 
trip before. Once, in Central East 
Africa, Blick’s party Was reported Jost. 
and the government relief forcg sent 
to aid him was cut to pieces y the 
natives. Blick and his party, however, 
fought their way back to safety. 

Penetrating from Central Africa 
clear through to the headwaters of the 
Nile was the greatest of Blick’s ex- 

piloits. The party Was among the first 
of those who succeeded in making this 
arduous journey. At the other end of 
Africa Blick has trekked 6ué miles by 
ox team into Cape Colony, over the 
line now followed by railroad.

All seers 
and prophets are abnormal to tne blind eyes of men 
filled with darkness, and to deaf ears choked with dust 
Each of these symbolists paid his own unaccountable 
price for the revelation that came to him of the secret 
in the heart of truth—that truth, which after all, is the 
mystery, because they sought it where most other men 
dare not search. And in dealing wit. the madness of 
Gérard de Nerval Mr. Symons at once sweeps away all 
doubt and ridicule for the manner in which these men 
gave their message, by showing their human flesh too 
weak for the burdens imposed upon them by fate.

He has acknowledged 
that the various forms of art have their own laws, ca- 
pacities, and limitations, and that it is the business of f 
the “critic jealously to distinguish” tnese; but the es- é 
sence of art itself, that something which makes litera- 
ture, painting, music, sculpture, architecture, what they 
are aS a spiritual influence to man’s soul is beauty, 
acd it is the duty of estheticism to determine to what 
degree of perfection its image is evoked in these several 
forms. 

In Mr. Symons’s next volume, “Plays, Acting and Mu- 
sic,”’ 1903, he deals mainly with the stage and secondar- 
ily with music. It was followed in 1906 by “Studies in 
seven Arts,” in which music is dealt with in greater 
detail “side by side with painting, sculpture, architecture, 
handicraft, dancing and the various arts of the stage.” 
Between these two volumes Mr. Symons had issued 
three other books: “Cities,” in 1903, a study of places 
and people, in which he studied the manifestations of 
beauty in visible life as a form of art; “Studies in Prose 
and Verse,” 1904, profound and illuminating essays in 
literature; and “Spiritual Adventures,” 1905, a series 
of imaginary portraits, fictional in form, in which psy- 
chology. under the guise of character, directs the desires 
and ambitions of the soul. But I shall deal with “Plays, 
Acting and Music” and the “Studies in Seven Arts” to- 
gether, because they cover and complete all the general 
forms of art, except literature, which fall into the au- 
thor’s esthetic scope. In literature there is, besides the 
“Symbolist Movement in Literature,” the study of “Wll- 
liam Blake, in which Mr. Symons crystallizes his phi- 
losophy of life as embodied in all these representative 
studies; and the “Romantic Movement in English Poe- 
try.” where the specific art of poetry is studied through 
an epoch, the production examined in relation to its 
function as an art, and as a representation of life. 

“Plays, Acting and Music” is perhaps the most indic- 
ative volume among all Mr. Symons's books, in a certain 
definite expression of his esthetic system. The. general 
point of view that it propounds is that art is “concerned 
only with accomplishment, not duration.” Conse- 
quently, according to the critic’s theory, the “man who 
writes music is no more truly an artist than the man 
whu plays that music, the poet who composes rhythms in : 
words is no more truly an artist that the dancer who “ 
composes rhythms with the body, and the one is no more 
to be preferred to the other than the painter is to be 
preferred to the sculptor, or the musician to the poet, in 
those forms of art which we have agreed to recognize 
as of equal value.” Thus, Mr. Symons fakes those tran- 
sient forms of amusement, created for the instant in 
which they are presented on the stage and in the music- 
hall, and by fixing one’s attention on those aspects of 
their rendering which attain perfection, and suggest 
the significance of beauty, trans.orms them from the 
interpretative to the creative functions. If his conclu- 
sion concerning a given performfnce differs from one's 
own, the fact does not essentially alter his contention 
that histrionics, pianoforte playing, dancing and sing- 
ing, are in themselves arts. He has listened to that. 
talented wife of Maeterlinck, Georgette Leblanc, singing 
tne songs of Schumann and Schubert, of Fauré and 
Fabre, with words by Verlaine and Maeterlinck. and 
seen songs dramatized; he has heard Ysaye play the vio- 
lin and detected a “beauty which had never been in the 
world come into the world: a new thing was created, 
lived, died, having revealed itself to all those who were 
capaole of receiving it,” and the thing was neither 
“Beethoven nor Ysaye, it was made out of their meet- 
ing; it was music, not abstract, but embodied in sound.” 
He has been to hear Pachmann, “Verlaine of the piano,” 
play Chopin, and declares him the “greatest living pian- ‘ ‘ 
ist, because he can play certain things better than any 
other pianist can play anything,”’ and because he gives | 
you “pure music, not states of soul or of temperament, 
rot interpretations, but echoes.’’ He analyzes the secret 
of Sarah Bernhardt’s power, of Duse’s charm, of Ré- 
jane’s fascination, of Jane Hading’s limitations; he tells 
you how Coquelin renders Moliére, and Irving, Shakes-— 
peare. He has been to the Ambassadeurs and witnessed 
the remarkable Yvette Guilbert in her glory. There is 
an account of Miss Parr reading verse to the accompani- 
ment of the psaltery, and of Yeats crooning his own 
mystical verse. There is a fine criticism of “Pelleas and 
Mélisande,” a sympathetic review of Sada Yacco and 
the Japanese players, and an appreciation of the com- 
edies o1 M. Alfred Capus. These are but an indication — 
of the riches in the contents of this book—a record of 
events in the musical and dramatic world as Mr. Symons 
witnessed them, but serving, as he declares, the purpose 
of study in his esthetic theory. 

In the “Studies in Seven Arts’ we find an amplifica- 
tion of the theory underneath the criticism of “Plays, 
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Acting and Music.” “In this book,” says Mr. Symons, “T 
have tried to deal with the other arts (outside literature 
in general,) as I know or recognize them; and I find 
seven: painting, sculpture, architecture, music, handi- 
craft, the stage (in which I include drama, acting, pan- 
tomime, scenery, Costume and lighting,) and separate 
_ from these, dancing.” Sculpture is treated in a pene- 
trating analysis of Rodin, in which the puzzling reality 
of the French master is made clear with an astound- 
ingly simple explanation. But it is in his treatment of 
painting and music that we find Mr. Symons at his best 
and most interesting task in this book. Reviewing the 
painting of the nineteenth century he brings into per- 
spective, with astonishing clearness, the qualities and 
characteristics of different schools and individuals, so 
one cu. easily grasp its development, and associate the 
forcés which vitalized that development during the cen- 
tury. ‘'o Gustave Moreau, Watts and Whistier, are de- 
voted separate essays, and no more illuminating criti- 
cism has been thrown upon their methods, aims and ac- 
complishments. He has got at the point of view in the 
work of each of these artists, and unraveled the symbo- 
lism, the pictorial communication of ideas and visions, 
with instinctive insight. | 


If in his criticism of painting Mr. Symons presents 
bis opinions with a logic unanswerable in its persuasive- 
ness,.in music they are presented with an intensity and 
erm:phasis of belief which runs from an appreciation of 
Beethoven, through the exposition of the ideas of Wag- 
ner, to the stimulating problem of Strauss. In the crit- 
icism of Strauss Mr. Symons is as disconcerting to our 
popular notions as in his opinion on Tschaikowsky’s B- 
minor symphony. A ciarming study of Duse, the per- 
sonal Duse, shows us more intimately the marvelous 
woman behind the actress than one can hope to win 
across the footlights. Mr. Symons laments the decay of 
the handicrafts in England; is enthusiastic about Mr. 
Gordon Craig’s experiments in stagecraft, writes sugges- 
tively of that unattempted thing outside of France, a 
“Symbolist Farce.” This book will appeal deeply to the 
idealist who looks for some concrete and soluble ex- 
pression of his artistic intereats—those interests which, 
as a lover, not a creator of beauty; through various 
forms, will add a grace to the feelings susceptible of life 
quickened by the seven arts. To the creator of beauty 
through the medium of one of these arts it broadens 
the kinship, the capacities for perfection, in that con- 
sciousness which comes with the love of endeavor in the 
service of immortal beauty. . 


In “Studies in Prose and Verse” Mr. Symons has pro- 
duced a volume of essays on contemporary writers from 
Balzac to Stephen Phillips. The process is one of ‘“divin- 
ation which can strike through the words to the mean- 
ing; atid deeper, to that meaning’s meaning.” The “‘es- 
sential unity in this collection of essays” which the 
author hoped for is apparent; the subject’s aim, method 
and result. Thus we follow the critic into high places 
and come to profound conclusions. “Balzac,” he asserts, 
“takes a primary passion, puts it into a human body, 
and sets it to work itself out in visible action.””’ And 
of Hawthorne, he says, his destiny was always “to watch 
life from a corner.” To the admirers of Stevenson and 
Meredith Mr. Symons would seem to be inconoclastic:

The one magnificent thing about this book, indeed, as 
we find it true of all Mr. Symons’s books, is that he 
investigates independently, and his opinions are never 
quatified by what other critics have said. The material 
for each critique is studied in the poet’s life, his verse, 
his letters and conversation, and the result is a fresh- 
ness and originality which makes the reading of these 
familiar subjects appear as if they were for the first 
time under the microscope of criticism; and we feel the 
analysis to be the final word about them. 


As does his study of “William Blake,” all of Mr. Sy- 
mons’s books contribute phases of § estheticism 
towards the creation of a conscious eternity of beauty.

THE LATE LOMBROSO FINGERS Ev- 
SAPIA’S BULBOUS LEG. 


HE recent death of Prof. Lombroso makes neces- 

sary a certain restraint in dealing with this book, 

“After Death—What?” for according to our moral 
code, the period during which a man’s relatives wear 
mourning for him marks off a sort of closed season for 
frank criticism. While he is alive he may be lambasted 
with a glad heart, and after he: has been dead a good 
while, the same operation again becomes legitimate, but 
during the twelve months succeeding his death (and 
especially the first two or three of them,) the thing is 
indeceat. I did not make this rule, and the thought 
has often come to me that it has many disadvantages 
and absurdities, but all.the same I obey it, for like ev- 
ery one else, I desire to be regarded as a decent man, 
learned in etiquette and the moral subtleties of the fath- 
ers. Therefore, I resist the powerful impulse to call 
Prof. Lombroso a noodle, and have done with him. 
Some time in the future, no doubt, I shall do it, just as 
I used to do it before his translation to the world of 
spirits, false arms, slate writers and transcendental 
graft; but for the present I must content myself with 
the more polite statement that, in many of the para- 
graphs of this book, his methods of ratiocination are 
excessively faulty. 


gets into the book at all—that is to say, in the preface. 
You will find it on the second page and near the bot- 
tom, to wit: 


“However doubtful each separate case may appear, 
in the ensemble they form such a compact web of proof 
as wholly to baffle the scalpel of doubt.” 


Here we have psychic logic at its noblest and best. It 
is not the common logic of scoffers and worldlings, but 
a sort of refined and ineffable logic, applicable only to 
the things of the spirit. Apply it to vulgar things, and 
it at once leads to absurdity, thus: ; 


“However vicious each separate murderer may appear, 
in the ensemble they form such a compact phalanx of 
virtue as wholly to baffle the tongue of slander.” 


But apply it to heavenly things, and it becomes sound, 
for beyond the clouds the ordinary rules of mathematics 
and common sense do not run. Out there, in the inter- 
stellar ether, a hundred negatives make an affirmative. 
If you want to prove a thesis, all you have to do is to 
accumulate sufficient evidence against it. Taken sepa- 
rately, each bit of evidence may tend to cast doubt upon 
it, but taken together they prove iz triumphantly. 

It would not be fair, however, to credit Prof. Lom- 
broso “with the discovery of this sublime principle of 
transcendental logic, for it was sensed, if not actually 
uncovered, as far back as 1906 by that delightful man, 
Prof. James H. Hyslop, PH.D., LL.D., of the Society for 
Psychical Research. You will find it employed upon 
Page 9 of his “Enigmas of Psychical Research”—a bit 
tremulously and dubiously, it is true, but still colorably. 
All the same, Prof. Lombroso was the first to raise it to 
the dignity of an immutable law. Hyslop, while he dal- 
lied with it, was yet plainly wary of it, for he refrained 
from stating it in plain words. Lombroso was a braver 
man. He was for the spooks, first, last and all the 
time, and whenever Aristotle essayed to stay him, he 
gave Aristotle a frank kick in the pantaloons. 


Throughout his book, Lombroso applies this new and 
unearthly logic with consistency and courage. In his 
accounts of his encounters with the eminent “medium,” 
Eusapia Paladino, he employs it constantly. Early in 
his “sittings,” he says, he set Eusapia to the task of 
lifting tables. He, she and a number of other learned 
experimenters would sit about a table, with their hands 
laid flat upon it, and their feet touching underneath. 
It was impossible, in this position, for Eusapia to lift 
the table with her knees, and yet, after awhile, it al- 
ways rose in air. Why? How? Lombroso craned his 
neck, and observed that every time the table rose, “the 
folds of the skirt of Eusapia were blown(!) out on the 
left side so far as to touch the neighboring leg of the 
table.” When “one of us ecndeavored to hinder this 
contact, the table was unable to rise as before.” 


What would a vulgar worldling say of this? ‘He 
would say, I have no doubt, that Eusapia’s skirts were 
“blown” out by something real and sod (perhaps one 
of her feet, craftily withdrawn from her shoe) and that 
this something lifted the table. Lombroso, it would 
seem, inclined to the same suspicion the first time he 
witnessed the phenomenon. But when it was repeated 
again and again, it began by the transcendental! logic, 
to disprove itself. That is to say, the evidence that 
Husapia’s bare foot was behind her skirt, repeated a 
sufficient number of times, became induitable evidence 
that her foot was not behind her skirt. 


Am I parodying the reasoning of this dead master of 
drivel? Believe me, I am not. His book is of just such 
absurdities all compact. From cover to cover, it is one 
long record of ridiculous “experiments” and silly “‘tests.” 
Nine times out of ten, the tricks of Eusapia are so 
transparent that they are scarcely worth a laugh, and 
the tenth time, even in the face of Lombroso’s credu- 
lous account of them, they by no means defy reasonable 
explanation. But whenever an explanation is demanded, 
Lombroso, like all the other psychic “researchers,” 
chooses infallibly the most incredible one. He is al- 
ways, in a word, on the side of the spooks. He is al- 
ways loath to seek a leg or an arm when a ghost may be 
imagined. 

In one place he tells of an “experiment” with a bell. 
This bell was placed on the floor about a foot and a 
half from Eusapia, and it was the business of the trick 
for her to ring it. Suddenly her skirts (Ah, those 
skirts! What do they hide?) began to “extend them- 
selves to a point, as if forming a third foot, or like a 
swelled-up arm.” Lombroso grabbed at this arm, and 
“it presented a slight resistance, as if it were a bladder 
filled with gas.” But he quickly let it go, and grabbed 
no moré, and so, the next time Eusapia’s skirts “ex- 
tended” themselves, the bell was seized and rung.

MRr.CHESTERTON TALKS ABOUT MR. 
-- CHESTERTON IN TERMS OF SHAW. + 


T WAS inevitable that Mr. G. K. Chesterton should 
if write a book on Bernard Shaw. It was about the 

last thing the reading public would have expected 
from him, and so, of course, Mr. Chesterton wrote it. 
He likes people to think him audacious. This faculty 
for handing out surprises is his greatest asset. ° To 
heighten the effect he has adopted the paint and tap- 
and-bells of a court jester; he wants us to think that 
he is hiding some great wisdom under his motley. Some- 
times he is; frequently he is,not. But the general re- 
sult, as far as Mr. Chesterton is concerned, is equally 
satisfactory. His books are read much and talked about 
more, and to the readers of the Saturday edition of 
The London Daily News he has become almost-an ob- 
session. 

It is now some years since Mr. Chesterton adopted

his literary methods, and they have become almost a 
part of the man. The public welcomed him as they 
greeted Dan Leno and Little Tich, with the one differ- 
ence that most of them believed in the seer behind the 
clown. From pure habit, then, Mr. Chesterton has come 
to regara himself seriously in the part he plays. He 
sees himself now as he at first intended only his readers 
should see him. The real Chesterton still exists, but 
he has almost forgotten all about himself. G. K. C., if 
he could have chosen his own periou, would have lived 
in the Middle Ages. He likes to dream, when the pub- 
lic is not watching him, of knights and fair ladies: of 
great fights followed by Gargantuan orgies... He is by 
nature a romanticist. He loves to walk into a bar in 
bt leet street and imagine that, it is the Mermaid Tavern, 
anc that he is surrounded by the wits and poets of 
Shakespeare’s day. To heighten the illusion. he drinks 
mulled ale. Mr. Chesterton writes of today, but he lives 
and dreams in the past. : 

The “introduction to the first edition” of “George HKer- 
naurd Shaw” is typical of Mr. Chesterton as the literary 
poseur. “Most people either say that they agree with 
Bernard Shaw or that they do not understand him. I 
am the only person that understands him. and I do 
not agree with him.” It is like Mr. Chesterton, too, to 
write an introduction to the “first edition.” It is all 
in keeping with the game. He is very clever, this G. K. 


Mr. Chesterton in his first chapter deals with Shaw, 
the Irishman. “Mr. Shaw himself said once,” says the 
writer, “I am a typical Irishman: my family came from 
Yorkshire. Scarceiy any one but a typical Irishman 
cculd have made the remark.” 

The Irishman, according to Mr. Chesterton, is a scorn- 
ful realist with a steady passion for being. a nuisance. 
Bernard Shaw, says Mr. Chesterton, is a typical Irish- 
man. He is also, cOntinues G. K. ©., a Puritan; the 
greatest of the modern Puritans, and probably the last. 
His instincts upon all social customs and questions are 
Puritan.

Mr. Chesterton thinks that Mr. Shaw’s apparent exag- 
gerations are better backed up by knowledge than would 
appear from their nature. He believes (it is obviously 
Mr. Chesterton's nature to believe) that Shaw is merely 
luring on his enemies with fantasies so that he can 
overwhelm them with facts. 

Mr. Chesterton admits that “Man and Superman’”’ 
marked the culmination of the Shaw impulse, and does 
not expect that we shall get any further novelty out of 
him. He thinks that Shaw certainly attempted in this, 
whether with success or not, to state his ultimate and 
cosmic vision. Up to the time of the writing of “Man 
and Superman” Shaw had, according to G. K. C., rested 
on three intellectual supports; the Irishman, the Puri- 
tan and the Progressive. “They are the three legs of 
the tripod upon which the prophet sat to give the or- 
acle, and one of them broke. Just about this time, sud- 
denly, by a mere shaft of illumination, Bernard Shaw 
ceased to believe in ‘progress altogether. It is generally 
implied that reading Plato did it.” The second and 
great work of Shaw, says Mr. Chesterton, is that he has 
let a little of the world in onto the stage “as the 
rivers were let in upon the Augean stable.” 

The book is in Mr. Chesterton's characteristic vein. 
He praises Shaw for his literary vices and lambasts 
him for his virtues. Here and there, however, the 
real G. K. C. appears with his love of romance. One 
sees why Chesterton the man hankers after great feasts 
and great drunks. The book is interesting as a revela- 
tion of what Chesterton does not think of Shaw. If Mr. 
Chesterton would write a book telling us what he 
thought of Chesterton (that is to say what he does not 
think of Chesterton) there would be real pleasure in 
reading it. 

GEORGE BERNARD SHAW. By Gilbert K. Chesterton: The

SHIPS AND SAILORS OF SALEM A 


CENTURY AGO. 


T IS a long past age to which belong the ships and 
[ satis: of old Salem, The sailing ships of a century 
ago no longer plow the seas, and it is difficult for 
one of the present generation to realize the changes in 
Salem's water front which a century has wrought. Mr. 


Paine has written of*the vanished fleets; he has searched 


the dusty log-books in the Essex Institute, the Peabody 
Museum and elsewhere. and the 650 pages of his book 
are the evidence of his success. The volume is exceed- 
ingly interesting and instructive, and is a valuable con- 
tribution to an important phase of national history. He 
follows the various stages of Salem’s existence until 
the town had developed into the greatest shipping port 
of the world, and then traces the decline of the Ameri- 
can merchant marine. The people who built, and the 
peopie who sailed, and the ships that made old Salem 
famous. are discussed much in detail. A searfaring life 
affords many opportunities, for interesting and exciting 
experiences. The author reproduces many old stories 
directly from the tales of sailors who were characters 
in them; mny of these stories have never before been 
given to the public, although many volumes have been 
written concerning Salem’s prosperous shipping days. 
The sailor of the olden time posssessed a nimble wit 
ana when he could write at all, not only wrote of every- 
day proceedings incident to the navigation of his ship. 
but told as well many a little story; even poetry and 
drawing embellished many a log-book. Some of these 
clever drawings supply illustrations for the volume, and 
its rare value is much added to by illustrations from 
old paintings of ships and people. Salem’s old colonial 
mansions contain many a treasure from the painter's 
brush. 

Salem's ships sailed where no other ships dared to go 
and were anchored where no other craft had the temerity 
They fought pirates and privateers in 
many parts of the world. Mr. Paine has uncovered a 
vast store of material, and says “the plot of a modern 
novel of adventure may be found condensed into a 
entry of many an ancient log-book.” <A 
vanished epoch is recalled and almost made to live 
again aS one pursues the bewitching pages of this book. 

When Paul Jones fitted out the Ranger and the Con- 
tinental Congress offered “Great Encouragement for 
Seamen” many a Salem sailor volunteered for the profit- 
able and exciting service as a privateersman. One of 
the most famous of the Salem privateersmen was Jona- 
than Haraden, concerning whém the author has un- 
earthed a thrilling story. Capt. Luther Little’s deeds 
rivaled those of a hero of fiction. In pathetic terms. re- 
produced from old letters, some awful experiences jn 
English prisons are detailed. The first cargo of pepper 
from Sumatra was brought to Salem by the schooner 
Rajah, after eighteen months’ absence from the home 
port, and yielded a profit of 700 per cent.—a comfort- 
able fortune at that period. Salem had her merchant 
kings, one of who was Elias Hasket Derby, whose thirty- 
five ships in fourteen years made 125 voyages to the Far 
East and Europe and only one was lost. Salem boys 
were born to the water like ducks, and it was not un- 
common to see a full-rigged ship manned by youths in 
their teens, and many a sailor lad commanded a vessel 
before he had attained his legal majority. The first 
live elephant ever seen in America was brought from 
India in 1796 on a Salem ship, and it is recorded that 
the animal was sold for $10,000. More than fifty years 
before Perry interviewed the Shogun, and later effected 
a treaty with Japan, three American ships had sailed 


into Nagasaki Harbor, one of which was the Margaret 


from old Salem, and there are in this volume interest- 
ing extracts from the logs of those ships. The barque 
Lydia of Salem carried the American flag to Guam more 
than a hundred years before the United States assumed 
sovereignity over that possession, and her first mate left 
a very illuminating account of the Spanish rule there 
s0 long aco. The intrepidity of a Salem adventurer is 
illustrated by a story of Capt. Cleveland, who voyaged 
in a forty-three ton cutter sloop. Romance oi the-land 
and tragedy of the sea are set forth in vivid and fas- 
cinating language.

Aside from these re- 
views and one which was printed later in the Bryn 
Mawr Quarterly, the bulk of the press comment, iet- 


ters to the newspapers and the gleanings of opinions 
that sifted their way to those particularly interested 
in the acrostics, were to the effect that the book was 
nonsense, its author either a lunatic or a joker, and 
the whole subject not worth thinking about. , 

Most of the critics satisfied themselves and their 
readers by remarking that Mr. Booth’s acrostics were 
of such a nature that they could be found anywhere. 
It.is an interesting fact that the majority -of these 
amateur finds, when checked, did not work. A 
learned professor, a friend of the writer’s, told him that 
the first page of Robert Browning's “The Ring and the 
Book” contained an acrostic of Robert Browning's 
name. I checked it—the professor had not followed the 
Mr. Weiner of Har- 
vard University published an article in the Boston 
Transcript purporting to be a mathematical examina- 
tion of the problems of chance presented by Mr. 
Booth’s work. Mr. Weiner teaches Slavic literature. 
He claimed to have found many acrostics in books 
where they could exist only by accident. When checked 
the majority of these did not work.* The gentleman 
had not followed the rules. William Archer of London 
diterary fame wrote a piece in the Morning Leader of 
that city, in which he said that Mr. Booth’s acrostics 
did not work. Mr. Smedley of the Baconian Society 
replied that Mr. Archer was mistaken. Mr. Archer 
answered that he was tired when he reviewed the 
book, but that it contained a fallacy which was so 
dangerous that it must be exposed. Mr. Archer did not 
expose the fallacy. . 

The list is a long one and worth printing in part 
because of its bearing on the sale of the book, the ex- 
tent of the prejudice against the very mention of such 
a thing as a cipher, and various other topics too numer- 
ous to recount. 

‘To continue, I was the recipient of eight to ten let- 
ters from people who had read an article 1 wrote on 
Mr. Booth’s book in Callers Weekly. It was, as I 
look back on it now, a stupidly arranged article, and I 
do not blame humanity too much for going astray un- 
der my directions. The tenor of these letters was the 
same as that of the press comment. Acrostics, they 
said, could be found anywhere—even in the same places 
where Mr. Booth had found Bacon’s name. Rarely if 
at all did my checking substantiate these staiemenis. 
They did not work. The acrostics were not there. 
Addiebert Allbrecht, the anonymous reviewer, in the 
New York Nation, said: “The fact is that when one 
takes a group of such common letters as occurs in the 
name of Francis Bacon, and searches with great free- 
dom of movement in a page of manuscript or text, al- 
lowing oneself much liberty in spelling the name in 
question, it is more difficult not to find acrostics than 
to find them. This is proved true by the acrostics of 
all kinds discovered since the appearance of Mr. 
Booth’s book, by eager contributors to the press.” I 
have only to add that the first sentence I have quoted 
here is a mere opinion, and that the second is a bad 
giveaway, inasmuch as the acrostics of all kinds dis- 
covered by the eager contrifutors to the press did not, 
with rare exceptions, work according to method. The 
simple fact of it all is that those who so rapidly and 
energetically rushed into print to batter this windmill 
had not taken the time to read the book or to consider 
the problem which it offered. My learned friend, 
mentioned above, for example, had sat a whole Sun- 
day afternoon over the six hundred odd pages of

It is a fair sample of the other acrostics in Mr. Booth’s 
book. For them I must refer you to it. 

Here is the problem: We find, according to the 
method here shown, a number of acrostic signatures in* 
the Shakespeare plays. Are they accidents of type or 
were they put there by human intention?

These acrostics are not found anywhere. They are 
found in perfectly definite places—and places, by the

Moreover, although it is perfectly true 
that these acrostics can be found, in scattered places, 
by accident, yet they have not yet, and I predict they 
never can be, found on the first and last pages on the 
chapters of a book by one man, or on the first and last 
pages, In a series, in the plays of one man. 

Much has been made of the variations in the acros- 
tics. These variations I have not been able to show 
in this limited space, but Mr. Booth’s book will exhibit 
them. The name, it should be said, is read in several 
different forms, and on several different sets of letters, 
but always strictly according to the same rule. No 
doubt some of these variants are accidents, and I know 
that Mr. Booth himself does not believe that every- 
thing he has found is intentional. That the majority 
are, however, there can be no reason to doybt.

IN THE EIGHTEENTH CENTURY, 
VERONICA PLAYFAIR. By Maud Wilder Goodwin: Little,

The story of Mrs. Goodwin’s new novel. “Veronica 
Playfair,” opens in Devon sometime during the latter 
part of the eighteenth century. The heroine is young, 
pretty and romantic (like all eighteenth century 
heroines) and is endowed with a very fair share of 
feminine vanity, so that when, at a stag hunt, she 
hears Sir Miles Farringdon go into raptures over her 
beauty she feels strangely happy. Later she goes to 
London and there meets all sorts of famous people: 
Dean Swift, Pope, Lady Mary Montague, and Benjamin 
Franklin. 

After meeting Sir Miles when she is disguised as her 
maid and is carrying a huge cheese home from Covent 
Garden market, Veronica goes down to Twickenham at 
the invitation of Mrs. Pope, the poet’s mother. Though 
the party there is a brilliant one, Veronica proves quite 
‘witty and more than holds her own. Among those 
present is a Capt. Caryll, who falls deeply in love with 
the fresh little maid from Devon, and it is here that 
the complications commence. Veronica has all sorts of 
adventures, which include a midnight marriage by Dean

AUNT JANE AGAIN, 

THE LAND OF LONG AGO. By Eliza Calvert Hall:  Liéttte, 
Brown & Company, New York. Price, $1.5. 

The Aunt Jane of Kentucky which we remember as 
the title role of Eliza Calvert Hall's last story, is the 
heroine of her new book, “The Land of Long Ago.” She 
has changed but little in the interim; the eternal youth 
in the old lady’s heart is just as buoyant now as it was 
last year, and the rural life of Kentucky is very much 
the same also. The book is full of pathos and humor, 
the kind which endeared the last book to the hearts of 
the sentimental; (and who of you are not senti- 
mental?) I believe, however, that the author has mis- 
taken the delight which we took in the pretty shallow- 
ness of her last book for an admiration of the mawkish 
which at times (too many times) got into the pages. 
The result is that in the new book we have more of the 
mawkishness than before. A certain amount of it is

AN IDEALIST, 
BRONSON OF THE RARRLE. By Albert FE Haneock: J. RP 

Lippincott Co., Philadelphia. Price, $1.50 

In “Bronson of the Rabble” Mr. Hancock has given 
us a book worth reading. The period with which the 
story deals is “the generation of William Godwin, phi- 
losopher of anarchy in politics and in domestic morals.” 
and shows the young American republic striving to 
realize certain ideals of democracy in the face of heavy 
aristocratic influences in high places. The prologue 
furnishes the local color with a quaint picture of old 
Philadelphia, where practically all the action occurs, 
and introduces the motive—a natural enmity between 
Bronson, the ambitious son of a shiftless blacksmith, 
and his schoolboy neighbor, Frank “hornton, the super- 
cilious son of a United States Senator and political 
leader. 

The story is of the struggle between brains and social 
prestige. By heroio service in the war of 1812, Bron- 


son attains some little public notice which a gift for 


public speaking and the far-sightedness of the born 
leader make the most of it. An eccentric old Ger- 
man, Wagner by name, proprietor of a Philadelphia 
newspaper, recognizes the young man’s ability and 
places him in an editorial chair. In this powerful posi- 
tion he is able to aid in the triumph of Democracy by 
the election of Andrew Jackson over John Quincy 
Adams. Bronson, while yet a very young man, has the 
misfortune to handicap himself by marriage with an 
unworthy woman. The complication of plotes furnished, 
first: by the fact that Thornton is the one who robs 
him “* his domestic honor; and second: by the fact that 
the deepest inspiraiion for his work in the face of dis- 
grace comes largely from a beautiful daughter of the 
aristocracy, Frank Thornton’s cousin and foster-sister. 
Granted these trite premises, the events of the story 
grow logically one from another. The dramatic situa- 
tions are intense without being sensational. The char- 
acter development of Bronson is succinct and convine- 
ing. The general setting of the story and the literary 
style of its telling recall Dr. Mitchell's “Hugh Wynn,” 
although except in the prologue there is no atmosphere

Without a doubt O.° Henry is very vulgar: Without 
a doubt,- too, he is very clever—with the superficial 
cleverness, the “smartness,” that we Americans admire 
so much. We ourselves are decidealy vulgar (if you 
don't believe me, ask any of our traveling literary men- 
tors from over the water,) and this is probably why O. 
Henry's short stories have such a vogue among us. I 
am told they are also much relished by our cousins in 
England. 

But O. Henry is not read solely for his vulgarity. He 
is a rattling good story teller; he has many entertaining 
stories to tell; and his invention does not hesitate at 
vaulitnge the dizziest heights of improbability. When 
he falls, he never knows it—he is not hyper-sensitive, like 
some “literary fellers” we have met. He ‘never gets 
hurt himself, and he cannot realize that other people 
may be hurt In His personally conducted excursions— 
that their good taste, tneir literary sense, their feeling 
for beauty, may be ruined forever. 

Undeniaoly, ©. Henry is as kind as he is vulgar. He 
has a big heart. If he introduces us to the friends of 
his fancy with his tongue in his cheek, if he publishes 
their peculiarities with a twinkle in his eye—we know 
that he really means to be kind. He is a humorist. 
He can make us laugh, or at any ra.e, smile—and for 
this reason thonsands of good Americans will buy his 
“Options,’ as they have bought his other books of 
short stories. O. Henry is a benefactor—and as a na- 
tion we have not yet begun to make imperious demands 
for literary artists.

A WOMAN'S SOUL. 
THE HUNGRY HEART. By David Graham Phillips: D. Apple- 
ton & Co., New York.

The common fault found with Mr. Phillips is that he 
is sexual.

She does not find the metropolis all that her ideal- 
istic dreams had made her believe it, and after many 
discouragements she says to herself, “I thought I was 
just up against Morningside Park and father, but it’s 
the whole order of things—the whole blessed order of 
things.” Weary and dispirited, she goes home. At 
Imperial College she meets Capes. Capes is literary as 
well as scientific, and Ann is drawn toward him. She 
discovers she loves him, and tells him so. But Capes 
is married.

ronica decides that the impossibility of a marriage 
between her and Capes does not matter very much: She 
learns that she is pretty nearly all woman.

She feels she wants 
freedom and makes a burst for it. In Mr. Wells's story 
she is neither betrayec nor abandoned—she is just a 
modern young woman, well able to take care of herself. 
She had much to learn when she left home, but she 

-had the necessary erit. She was no weakling, and 
: neither was she a fool. Strange as it may seem, Mr. 
Wells knows the heart of woman.

To the briili int literary output of Californian authors 
Herman Whitaker of Oakland has added “The Planter’ 
(Harper & Kros.,) « novel of commanding power and 
interest, as well a8 of \«\ue. Built round the evils of 
rubber-growing in Mexico, in which the labor of rubber 
cultivation is done by slave laidians and contract peons, 
and presenting unsparingly thé horrors of the life that 
the laborers lead under American and other white slave- 
drivers, the story is none the less a story with the love 
of a man and a woman as its basis, and as such it has 
the perfect charm of a story perfectly told. The focal 
character is David Mann, a spoiled and cuddled New 
Engiand lad in his early twenties, who breaks away 
from his doting mother’s apron-strings and goes in the 
remote jungle of Southern Mexico to manage a rubber 
plantation which has been promoted by two rascal 
Yankee bankers on the money they have wrung by 
false promises from the thrifty poor of New England 
On the way, David encounters Consuela Morales. a Mexi- 


| this splendid story. 


comes the second character of importance in the story. 
The one startling and extraordinary figure in the story 
is Hertzer, a gigantic Austrian Jew of the most bruta! 
and ferocious type, who conducts a plantation near the 
one that David assumes charge .of, and much of the 
dramatic interest of the story ..es in the contrast and 
antipathy that arises between those two men. The 
cruelty of Hertzer with his slaves is set out vividly 
against the benevolent methods that David evolves. 
Whitaker went to the rubber plantations and made a 
close study of the terrible methods under which they 
are conducted. 

The passion of a great soul—the soul that Whitaker's 
friends know him to have—throbs and glows throughout 
The repression in which the author 
held himself in the writing does not affect the power 
of its tremendous emotional effect. The fire that burns 
in all its pages is neither obvious ana pale, and there 
is no straining for effect. 

The opulence of the treatment has been borrowed by 
the author from that of the Mexican jungle. Nothing 
more vivid in that regard has been done in fiction, not 
even excepting “The Garden of Allah” in its presenta- 
tion of the African desert. Gorgeous coloring, teeming, 
swarming, crowding life, the brilliancy and languor of 
the tropics, its deaagiy perils and matchless charms, all 
march like flaming torches through the pages. The opu- 
lence extends to the native women and their savage 
hunger for a white man’s love; and there is an exceed- 
ingiy alluring Potiphar’s wife for this good David at a 
critical time when there is an interregnum in his purer 
love affairs. Women a-plenty of “flexuous abundance” 
and “amplitudes” in @ climate requiring only a chemi- 
sette and a light skirt, have their part in the long list 
of vivid characters. Love and crooked finance and slave 
murder go along pleasantly with a handful of delight- 
ful white men who have neighboring plantations, and 
Mrs. Ewing is an American wife with whom any mascu- 
line reader will fall in love. 

“The Planter’ may easily be called one of the great 
novels of the year, full of grace and sweetness, as well 
as abounding in aarker elements that are never repul- 
sive, and the triumphant ending is monumental for 
boldness and vigor, as well as for tenderness and the 
showing forth of human nature at its best.

hong of Songs” we have the weightiest product of 
his artisiic career. Here, in a magnificently-built book, 
sudermann has presented to us the portrait of a life, 
the Mistory of a human soul.

The history told in “The Song of Songs’ is that of 
Lilly Czepanek.

T HE wife of the late American Minister to China 


has made a somewhat notable contribution to the 
year’s literature in the publication in book form of 


numerous of her private letters to relatives and others 


covering the period of her distinguished husband’s 
diplomatic service at Peking, the exciting events con- 
nected with the Boxer uprising, rescue of the diplo- 
mats by an international army and the subsequent re- 
udjustment of the foreign relations of the Chinese em- 
pire.

The brute creation makes no 
progress from age to age. The lion of the jungle hunted 
by Col. Roosevelt today is the same _ almost 
to a hair as the lion hunted by  WNim- 
rod in the days when the world was young, ex- 
cepting in so far as the African variety differs from the 
Asiatic. But there is little excepting the physical form 
of Theodore Roosevelt like what made up the personal- 
ity of his prototype of old. The lion of the jungle is 
the same as its progenitors to a thousand generations 
Each individual begins where its forerunners began 
5000 years ago. The human species is not so. Each gen- 
eration begins where the last one stopped and goes on 
in further development to higher phases of existence. 
Why’? Because man has the faculty of speech by which 
the thought of each becomes the property of all. 
Books enable the thinker of the days of Abraham, of 
Moses, of Paul, of Spinoza, Bacon, Shakespeare, Mil- 
ton, Darwin and Mill to communicate with those of our 
day, and thus the treasury of thought and knowledge 
fills fuller and becomes richer as each generation passes. 
To this we owe the great progress of the last few hun- 
dred years. The invention of the art of printing has 
done more than any other factor in human life toward 
the progress of the race. We can sit by our electric 
lamp and read the best thoughts of ovr fellow-men 


| back thirty-five centuries, no matter in what tongue they 


spoke. We can take the books of this year written by 
men who had mastered all there was known in a branch 
of thought and going on from that projected their minds 
into new regions in the same direction. So we get in a 
few hours the ripest results of all the research and 
thought of all the ages. The books of this year are 
the treasury of human thought, and that treasury is 
particularly full and rich today. In many ways the 
crude ore of thought has been refined over and over 
until it is very free from dross. Then there are the 
new additions, contributions of new thought, ore just 
dug from the brains of men, still crude and needing our 
services to refine it and make it current coin of thought 
among men. 3 

The cultivated mind, trained to read books, to judge 
of their value and to appreciate their worth, need never 


be without amusement, employment or the best of com- . 


pany, if only books are within reach. That mind may 
commune with the greatest and the best of the human 
race, and enter into their most intimate thoughts, aspi- 
rations, dreams and sympathies. This has been a truth 
recognized long. The encomiums passed on books per- 
haps exceed in number, in warmth of expression and 
sincerity of thought those passed on any other subject. 
Let this short dissertation on books close with a few 
of them. 

Henry Ward Beecher says: “The plainest row of 
books that cloth or paper ever covered is more signifi- 
cant of refinement than the most elaborately carved 
sideboard.” 

Cicero said: “Books are the food of youth, the de- 
light of old age, the ornament of prosperity, the refuge 
and comfort of adversity.” 

“Books support us in solitude and keep us from be- 
coming a burden to ourselves,” declares Mme. de Genlis. 

Says Lord Macaulay: “The debt a man owes to 
books is incalculable. They guide him to the truth, fill 
his mind with noble and graceful images, stand by him 
in all vicissitudes, comforters in sorrow, nurses in sick- 
ness, companions in solitude.” 

Dr. Alonzo Potter: “It is nearly an axiom that people 
will not be better than the books they read.” 

George S. Hillard: “A taste for reading will always 
carry you into the best possible company.”

Schools Run by Railroads. 

A novel system of special education for the children 
of Cape Colony is in operation, and the success of 
the schools is marked. 

Whenever railway employés in isolated places can 
guarantee an average attendance of ten children or 
more not otherwise provided for by the railway schools 
the railway department and the education department, 
acting conjointly and each furnishing half the ex- 
pense, provide suitable premises and a_ certificated 
teacher at a salary of $300 to $487 a year and quarters. 

Children of railway employés are carried to and from 


these schools free of charge and are charged slightly 


lower fees than in the regular government public 
schools, says the Educational Review; they must also 
provide their own books and stationery. No objection 
is raised to the attendance of the children of farmers 
who also may be living beyond the convenience of any 
government public school. 

An official of the railway known as the education of- 
ficer acts as manager of all the railway schools, and 
where there are a sufficient number of parents they 
form local committees to assist in managing the affairs 
of the school. He is always more or less guided by 
the opinions of the station masters or head officials of 
the railway. The schools are inspected regularly by the 
inspector of the education department. 

Statistics of these railway schools for 1908 show that 
there are forty-one schools on the railways, with a total 
enrollment of 2135 pupils. Many of these children 
would have no educational advantages if it were not for 
the railway schools established especially for them, 
The expense to the Cape Government raflways for 


these schools was $28,367 for the year 1907.—[New York

The Hukwang provinces have many large cities. Hu- 
peh has walled towns at every few miles, and here at 
Hankow there are three municipalities which have a 
combined population as great as that of Berlin. These 
are Hankow, Wuchang and Han Yang. Wuchang lies 
on the opposite bank of the Yangtse from where I am 
writing. It is the official capital, where the Viceroy 


_ lives in a great vamen, or palace, with many officials. 


A Visit to the Viceroy. 


It was through a letter from James Wilson, our Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, whose fame has gone all over the 
world, that I was able to meet this distinguished Chi- 
nese and to secure from him a letter of good will to the 
people of the United States. My audience was ar- 
ranged by our Consul at Hankow, William H. Martin. 
It was in a steam launch that we crossed the Yangtse- 
Kiang, and landed under the walls of Wuchang. Our 
way for two or three miles was up the mighty river, 
past the business houses of the foreign settlements of 
Hankow. We took ship in the Japanese concession, and 
steamed by the German quarter with its fine banks and 
the branch offices of the North German Lloyd and the 
Hamburg-American. We next passed the immense brick 
tea factory owned by the Russians, and then went on 
beyond the great exporting houses of the Americans, 
Frencn and British. After that we skirted the native 
city of Hankow, which is bigger than Boston, seeing 
the people looking like gigantic blue ants as they climbed 
up the steps from the river to the streets which line 
the bluff. 


The Viceroy had fixed the hour of our coming, ana 
had sent two of his carriages to bring us to the pal- 
ace: One would have sufficed for the Consul and my- 
self, for neither is fat; but it was more courteous to 
send two, and so two we had. Each carriage had its 
liveried coachman and footman, and each was preceded 
by two officials on horseback, who wore crystal buttons 
as big around as a walnut on the top of their caps, and 
carried long whips to clear the common people out of 
the way. Our carriages were of the kind which the 
anti-foreign Chinese call “devil carts.” They were rube- 
ber-tired coupes imported from Europe. They were up- 
holstered in fine Russian leather and equipped with lit- 
tle mirrors that the passengers may primp themselves 
as they go. | 

Our way to the palace was through the busiest parts 
of the city, and we saw everywhere the signs of China's 
awakening. The streets had been widened. In most 
places they were clean and well drained, and I saw 
stone gutters along the sides of the chief business ave- 
nues. Uniformed policemen with clubs stood at every 
corner to handle the crowd, and every now and then 
we passed soldiers. His Excellency Chen Kwei-Lung 
has an army half as large as that of the United States, 
and it is equipped with foreign guns and has been 
drilled in foreign style. We went by a large drill 
grounds and barracks, on the banks of the river, and 
farther on were guarded by troops in blue uniforms. 
As we neared the palace, we saw more and more sol- 
diers and found con panies of them on guard in the 
various courts. : 


In the Viceroy’s Yamen. 


I wish I could show you the yamen, or where the 
Viceroy received us. It is like the official palaces of 
most great Chinese capitals, comprising the Viceroy’s 
residence and his chief business offices. It is laid out 
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Wuchang

| which was walled on all sides by buildings much lower. 
Form is much in China, and the Consul, who has been 
long in the country, knows well how important it is to 
insist that himself and his country should be paid the 
proper respect. 

Mr. Martin and myself each had Chinese cards ready

note paper, were bright red in color, and bore the Chi- 
nese characters representing our names. They were 
taken by the officials into yamen, and a few moments 
later the Viceroy, accompanied by a dozen retainers, 
interpreters and deputies, all fine-looking Chinese, 
dressed in silk gowns, came forth. The Viceroy put his 
two yellow hands together, and shook them at us in 
Chinese fashion, bowing low as he did so. We folded 
our hands and did him one better by bowing still lower. 
His Excellency then led us through room after room 
until we came into a long hall, in which was a dining 
table, set with plates of bananas, oranges, apples and 
pears, as well as dishes of assorted biscuits, which had 
been evidently imported in tins. 

The Viceroy directed the American Consul to take the 
chair at his right, and placed me at his left, the seat of 
honor in China. Cups of delicious tea were now brought 
in, a bottle of champagne was opened, and a glass of the 
‘latter placed before each of us. We did not touch the 
tea nor the champagne until the close of the interview, 
and then not before His Excellency had raised his own 
glass and begged us to drink. Chinese etiquette pro- 
vides that a guest must not drink until after his host, 
and also that the caller must never begin drinking un- 
til his host has indicated his pleasure. 


The Viceroy of Hukwang. 


My talk with the Viceroy was carried on through an 
interpreter, a Chinese who speaks English as well as I 
do. It lasted an hour, and as we sat thus touching el- 
bows I had a chance to study the Viceroy. Chen Kwei- 
Lung is the personification of the typical well-fed Chi- 
nese official. He is a fine-looking man of medium height, 
weighing, I judge, about 200 pounds. He stands straight 
and walks with a swing of the arms, reminding one of 
the nobles of Korea. He had on today a long black silk 
gown with lining of the whitest of lambskin. Below 
this showed out black velvet boots, and above it rose 
his big head, which was crowned with a black hat whose 
brim was turned up all around, and whose crown was 
ornamented by a long peacock feather fastened there by 
a button. The feather extended out for eighteen inches 
back of the hat, and it bobbed up and down as he shook 
his head while he talked. Out of the back of the hat 
hung a long queue of an oily black hue. 

His Excellency’s hands rested on the table in front 
of him. They were as soft as velvet, and I venture that 
they have never done a stroke of rough work. They 
could not and preserve the fine finger nails. The nails 
on the hand nearest me were an inch long, and as well 
kept as though cared for by one of our fair manicures. 


China’s New Constitution. 


The Viceroy opened the interview by asking me the 
usual questions as to how long I had been in China and 
whither I was going. He spoke kindly of the United 
States, and in referring to our return of the Boxer in-

Before visiting Turkey one gets an exaggerated im- 
pression of the strictness of tlfe passport regulations,

On the 
caravan roads one is never asked, so that if one wanted 
to travel unknown to the government it would only be 
necessary to go by road.—[Wide World Magazine.

ting her accounts for final audit to the President’s wife. 

Through all her married life, Mrs. Taft has been the 
wife of a poor man. Twenty-odd years ago, when her 
husband was solicitor-general—a high-titled office with 
very moderate pay attached—she lived in Washington 
not many blocks from the Roosevelts, Theodore being 
at that time a commissioner of the civil service. But 
Mr. Roosevelt was a man of considerable private means, 
through inheritance from his father, the glass mer- 
chant, while the Tafts had very little besides Mr. Taft’s 
salary. The Taft children and the Roosevelt children 
were born almost synchronously, and the two families 
were very intimate, 

Funny how things turn out, is it not? But—to come 
back to Mrs. Taft—up to the time of her entrance into 
the White House, she had no experience of living on 
1 luxurious scale. Suddenly she found herself provided 
with a palace to dwell in—a palace more completely 
and admirably equipped than any royal residence in 
Europe—and obliged to maintain it on a scale of mag- 
nificence nothing short of regal. Think, if you please, 
of the difficulties! 

Mrs. Taft, however, decided to make as little as pos- 
sible of the difficulties. It was her idea that most of 
ihe problems might be left to take care of themselves. 
She proposed to conduct the affairs of the executive. 
mansion exactly as if it were the house of a private 
utizen of large means—barring the fact that, unavoid- 
ibly, it must be opened on certain occasions for pub- 
ic receptions and official entertainments. 

Fortunately, Mrs. Taft is relieved to a great extent 
of domestic cares by the housekeeper, Mrs. Jaffray. All 
she has to do in such matters is to exercise a general 
supervision. In the morning, after breakfast (which is 
at 8:30 o’clock) she has a consultation with Mrs. Jaf- 
‘ray, and decides such questions as have to be submit- 
ed to her. There may be certain things in the way of 
‘ood supplies, for example, which she specially wants. 

The food problem at the White House is one of no 
small importance, the quantities of provisions and gro- 
series required for so large a household being very 
zreat—without reckoning the extra supplies demanded 
‘or entertaining. Under the present administration,

Her letters, before she 
receives them, however, have gone through a certain 
weeding-out process. Many hundreds of communica- 
tions addressed to her reach the White House every 
month, the great majority being from total strangers. 
All of them pass through the hands of a clerk in the 
business office of the White House, who himself opens 
and answers those which Mrs. Taft would not care to 
be bothered with. Long experience has taught him 
which ones are really private and personal, and there- 


ae to be handed to the mistress of the mansion her- 
self. 


When she is through with her letters, Mrs, Taft is 
likely to go downtown, either on foot or in an automo- 
bile.

‘Mrs. Taft has made a new rule in regard to calling 
at the White House.

Then the visitor may 
write a note to Mrs. Taft, asking if it would be agree- 
able that she should call.

During the Roosevelt administration, sixteen horses 
were kept in the White House stables. Today there 
are only seven, four of these animals being used for 
official purposes connected with the business end of 
the executive establishment. Mrs. Jaffray sometimes 
uses one of the official carriages to go to niarket. An- 
other is for the mail messenger. The Tafts do not care 
much for driving—though the President has two riding 
horses, and a brown pony is kept for the use of Char- 
lie Taft: 

The vehicles used by Mrs. Taft and her husband are 
two magnificent automobiles, one open and the other 
of the covered type for rainy or cold days. These were 
purchased at the beginning of the present administra- 
tion, Congress making a special appropriation or the 
purpose. On the doors of each vehicle is emblazoned 
the sea] of the President of the United States. 

When the mistress of the White House wants anything 
new for housekeeping purposes, she is not obliged to 
speak to her husband. She simply summons the official 
master of ceremonies—an army officer who is charged 
with the business of keeping the mansion and all its ap- 
purtenances in order—and tells him to do this or to 
buy that. Her word in such matters is the law abso- 
lute. 
Suppose, for instance, that Mrs. Taft desires a new 
set of furniture for one of the bedrooms. She sends 
for Col. Cosby, and tells him what she requires; or 
picks it out herself, and orders him to pay the Dill. 
There is always plenty of money for such purposes, for

Mrs. Taft, having arranged the machinery 
properly, allows it to run itself. It is safe to say that 
she greatly enjoys the business of being the first lady 
in the land. And why not? She has the advantage of 
everything that privilege and plenty of money can be- 
stow. There is no luxury that is not at her instant 
command—even to the matter of flowers, of which un- 
limited quantities are always at her disposal. She can 
have a cartload of roses every day, if she wants them. 


In the basement of the mansion is a “flower-room,” as 
it is called, in which flowers and plants are prepared 
for the decoration of the dinner table and the rooms 
upstairs—an ice chest being kept at all timés full of 
roses and other blossoms.

Color of Soil Helps Plant. 

The effect of the color of soils on the growth of veg- 
etation has been studied in France at the experimental 
vineyard of Montpelier with interesting results.

“The experimenter covered the surface of a vineyard 
with a thin layer of cement, easily traversed by mois- 
ture, leaving a small space around each stem. Then 
he painted part of the surface white, part black and 
part red, and he found that the red and black planta- 
tions were almost twice as vigorous as the white. 

The temperature of the soil is much higher under 
the red and black, and the activity of the vegetation in- 
creases with this temperature.

Weeds as Food. 


In view of the present prices of food products and 
the outlook for the future, it may be some comfort to 
the American citizen to know that several of the most 
common weeds are good for table use. Wild chicory 
is bitterly hated by the farmer, but it will make a 
delightful salad, tender and wholesome. . The virtues 
of the dandelion in this respect are now well known. 
Wild mustard, or charlock, another bane of the farmer. 
gives a delicious flavor to soup, as will pokeweed. which 
in France is cultivated as a vegetable, taking the placo 
of bay leaves, sage, thyme and the like. .Dock weed: 
are astonishingly hard to discourage, so in Europ: 
they use both the broad-leafed and the curly-leafed 
varieties as table vegetables. Nettles are much usec in 
Scotland, Poland and Germany as greens when young 
and tender. Purslain is boiled with other vegetables to 
give the dish a piquant flavor. Sorrel is looked upon 
as a great pest by most farmers, but choice leaves 
picked from sorrel “weeds” make a splendid salad Zor a 
game dinner. Most people think milkweed poisonous, 
but it is, in fact, a medicinal vegetable with a flavor 
all its own. The young leaves seem a cross between 
spinach and asparagus, and in a salad are delicious.— 
{Harper’s Weekly.

GAME IN MONTANA. 


LAWS ENFORCED AND ELK Now FEED WITH 
CATTLE ON THE RANGES: 


{Anaconda Standard:] Elk are increasing in the 
mountains of Montana. This increase is steady and it 
looks as if it wiil be only a comparatively few years 
before they will be again counted by the thousands in- 
stead of a few scattered bands,” said Game Warden 
Henry Avare. “This is especially true in the north- 


western part of the State and the parts of Madison and © 


Gallatin counties which are near the Yellowstone Na- 
tional Park. 


“Some time ago I made a personal investigation of the 
conditions which prevail among big game in the region 
near where the Madison and the Gallatin rivers leave 
the boundaries of the park. The deputy warden of Gal- 
latin had been reporting eik in that section by the 
thousands, and [ could not believe it. Accordingly I 
took him. up on his invitation and spent several days 
in that section. Seeing is always believing, and I saw 
thousands of elk there, and they were feeding with the 
half-wild range cattle as comfortably as if they were 
domesticated and were in barnyards. 

“This condition has been brought about through the 
laws protecting elk, and furthermore because the poach- 
ers, who used to make big killings neag the boundary 
of the park, are practically eliminated from the game. 


Time was when they: would enter the park, scare a 


bunch of elk or buffalo across the line, butcher them 
at their leisure and sell the meat. 
elk meat or venison is prohibited by law, and every 
soldier in the Yellowstone National Park—and there 
are three troops of cavalry there—is a special deputy 
game warden, and he has power to follow poachers 
across the park line into either one of the three States 
which border Montana, Idaho and Wyoming, and make 
arrests. 


“These poachers are oiven tried at Fort Yellowstone, 
and the way the military offiiers have of handing out 
$1000 fines for poachers is rather disconcerting, for if 
the fine is not paid, it means a long term in the guard- 
house, and the guardhouses on military reservations are 
not fitted up for the comfort of the involuntary guest. 

“Rather an important step was taken this year re- 
garding the ranging of sheep near the boundaries of 
the park. On the Yellowstone side it has been custom- 
ary in the past to range the sheep up to the very line of 
the park. This practice resulted in the feed being eaten 
off so closely that the snowshoe rabbits starved to death. 
When the elk, antelope and deer came out of the deeper 
snows of the park in the early winter to their old win- 
tering: grounds they found nothing to eat and some of 
them were in danger of starvation. 

“Often they would wander into the settlements, to be 
tangled up in wir: fences. I took the matter up with 
the Forestry Department and the commandant at Fort 
Yellowstone, the result being an order that sheep would 
not' be allowed to come nearer than within six miles of 
the park line. The results are already apparent, for 
there is a splendid stand of grass on all sides of the 
park, and the game will be assured of plenty of pastur- 
age during the coming winter.” 


Lord Chancellor’s Breakfast. 
‘The Lord Chancellor’s breakfast to the judges and 
K. C.'s, which warks the commencement of the new le- 
gal year, criginated at a time when His Majesty’s coun-

private house. Lord Halsbury was the first Lord Chan- 
cellor to discontinue the practice of receiving his 
guests at home in favor of the present more conven- 
ient plan of entertaining them at the House of Lords.

Despised Boas. 

~ Boas are very common about the falls, most of them 
belonging, I think, to the Anaconda branch of the fam- 
ily. One sees them oftenest lying in the mud of the 
river banks when he is boating, but they are also oc- 


casionally encountered hanging from trees in the forest. 


Considering their size, they are singularly inoffensive. 
The Indians hold them in the greatest contempt, and 
declare that the prick of a knife, or even a big pin, will 
make one relinquish its hold of a man about whom it 
has thrown its coils. The Indians pelt them with_ stones 
or sticks whenever they encounter them, and the flight 


of the terrified reptile through the undergrowth is as 


noisy as that of a stampede of cattle. 

The Falls of the Yguazu are but six miles from the 
confluence of that river with the Parana. The water, if 
anything, runs more swiftly than above the Salto, but

THE GARBANZO. 


It Is ONE OF MEXICO’s CHIEF MONEY MAKERS. 
FIRST GROWN IN SPAIN. 


The recent great development of the garbanzo on the 
deltas of the Yaqui and the Mayo rivers is bringing out 
some interesting data relating to this but little known 
and- still less appreciated member of the lupin or pea 
family. 

While the garbanzo—known to us in California as 
the chick and sometimes as the cow pea—has received 
some little attention by our agricuiturists, it has re- 
mained for the deltas of these two great West Coast 
rivers in Mexico to bring this product to perfection and 
to develop it into a leading industry. 


This pea, cultivated for years in Spain and somewhat 
in the Spanish Islands in the Caribbean Sea, has for 
years been a staple article of diet with the people of 
Spain, Portugal and Italy, and with the American col- 
onies of these peoples in our own land; but the size of 
the pea, the wonderful rate of production and the pres- 
ent accessibility of the Yaqui and Mayo deltas to the 
markets of the world, have given the business an im- 
petus not heretofore attained. The crop for this year 
just harvested approached $300,000 on the Yaqui—an ad- 
vance of some 200 per cent. over the preceding year. 


Parallel with the growth of the product, with ma- 
chinery for harvesting, cleaning, sorting and sacking, 
and the ning of the new Harriman liee, wnich takes 
a course rough the center of the garbanzo belt in 
Sonora and Sinaloa, making shipment to Guaymas cheap 
and accessible, the industry has been put on a sound 
footing and a large increase in the acreage for the 
coming season is promised. The new Owens thresher, a 
Milwaukee machine which is a demonstrated success 
for handling this pea, has maintained an average of 200 
sacks per dayi on the garbanzo fields along the Yaqui 
(these are the Mexican sacks of 220 pounds.) and the 
machine handles the brush or bush automatically, 
threshing out: the pea and delivering the “straw” ready 
for baling. ‘Fhis straw, heavy in nitrogen, is a strong 
fodder, and worth 50 cents per bale for horse and cattle 
feed. The average is five bales of straw to each sack 
of peas, adding a value of $2.50 to the sack. The peas 
sell for from $6 to $8 per sack of 220 pounds, at Guay- 
mas. At Gudymas have been installed machines for 


cleaning and sorting the pea, doing the work rapidly 


and automatically, and herein is one of the special rea- 
sons for the large increase in the business of garbanzo. 
Heretofore there has been some trouble with a weevil 
which developed as a result of long shipments by wa- 
ter, which the perfect cleaning of the pea seems best to 
ebviate. Earlier practices have been the sifting of lime 
into the sacks for shipment, and certain chemical

fall itself. In 1887 the French explorer. Dr. de Bour- 
gade la Dardye, reached La Guayra, definitely located it 
on the map, and brought back the only good descrip- 
tion of it which has ever been written. He explains 
how the Parana, above the great cataract, expands into 
a huge lake, between four and five miles wide, from 
whence it issues in two branches. The waters, in united 
Strength, having forced a breach in the range of hills 
running from the Sierra Mbaracayu, have formed chan- 
nels by which they continue to escape. Here the rap- 
ids begin. Traversing slightly inclined planes, the 
waters gather themselves in circular eddies, quite inde- 
pendent of each other, whence they flow in falls vary- 
ing from fifty to sixty feet in height. These circular ed- 
dies, which are quite independent of each other, range 
along an arc of about two miles in the stretch; they 
are detached, like giant cauldrons yawning unexpectedly 
at one’s feet, in which the flood settles with incredible 
fury. Every one of these has opened for itself a nar- 
row orifice in the rock, through which, like a stone from 
a sling, the water is hurled into the central whirlpool. 
The width of these outlets rarely exceeds fifteen yards, 


but their depth cannot be estimated. They all empty 


into one immense central chamber. rushing into it with 
incredible velocity. 


“A more imposing spectacle,” writes La Dardye “can 
scarcely be conceived, and I doubt whether abysses such 
as these exist elsewhere in the world, but I must hesitate 
to go as far as Azra (an early Spanish explorer who 
claimed to have visited La Guayra) in avowing that 
the earth all around trembles beneath the feet, nor, de- 
spite Azra’s fears, were I and my companions deafened 
by the uproar.” 

La Dardye essayed to take some photographs of the 
Fall of La Guayra with the crude apparatus of that 
period, but the result was a failure, and to this day no 
photograph of this great natural wonder is in existence.

The present requirements, therefore, for the success 
of this industry seem to be, first, the alluvial soil bor- 
dering the Yaqui and Mayo rivers, and especially the 
lands irrigated by the annual overflow of the _ river.

The average product under the favorable conditions 
mentioned is close to two hundredfold—that is, each 
The min- 

A well- 
established instance of maximum growth is on the lands 
of the Compafiia Agricola del Rio Mayo, in which a 
ten-acre field, having special attention in the way of 
cultivation with disc plows, produced at the rate of 360 
sacks for each sack sown. 3 

Garbanzo growing is coarse farming. The land re- 
quires almost no leveling—the delta lands being prac- 
tically level, with a drop to the west and south of 
eighteen inches to three feet to the mile. Some clear- 
ing is necessary, as a light growth of giant mesquite 
covers all the available land of the deltas. The value 
of the wood for fuel usually offsets the cost of clearing. 
Close to the river margins there is a growth of cane, 
which costs more to clear and affords no salvage, but 
it makes up in quality of soil for the additional cost. 
The irrigating is by the “border’’ system—known to us 
as checks,» The water is brought in from the river at 
flood times by canals and these are controlled by dikes 
and levees to a height necessary to flood the land from 
one to three feet. After this thorough soaking the land 
is lightly plowed and the seeding tikes place; sometimes 
broadcast by experienced hands, but more lately by a 
separate placement of each bed, allowing a_ two-foot 
square for each plant. The garbanzo plant, when 
grown, resembles somewhat our tumble weed; has but 
one tap root, : 1d is largely an air plant, and when fully 
grown is about two feet in diameter. It is simply 


pulled up when harvested and fed into the thresher, as 


before described. 

The garbanzo is an annual, planted after the summer 
rise of the rivers, and harvested in the following May 
and June. It will stand but little frost, but in this re- 
spect has little to fear on the deltas on the West Mex- 
ico Coast'rivers. A successful planting of garbanzo on 
the same ground has produced the same yield, but a 
natural rotation of crops would suggest itself to the in- 
telligent farmer. Wheat seems to alternate well, and 
corn and beans serve well in the sanfe soil. No irriga- 
tion during the growth of the plant is necessary in the 
alluvial silts of the rivers; in a clay or adobe soil this 
would not hold good, as these soils do not conserve 
moisture. The true delta soils are a perfect mulch. 

These are the conclusions of a three-months’ investi- 
gation of this garbanzo “boom.” It makes good. There 
is a right and a wrong way, and the industry has just 
reached the point of proving the right way. | 

There is a garbanzo belt in the same way that there 
is an orange belt. There are certain conditions of soil 
and water where the plant thrives to perfection. You 
must meet these conditions, but there is plenty of land 
within the proper area for the cultivation of the plant. 
This is the good old Yaqui lard which has only been 
open to the farmer since the new railroad enabled the 
government to eliminate the Yaqui Indian as a disturb- 
ing factor. What few are left are good Indians and good 
workers—the best in the world—ana a big help to ths 


new colonies until the land-hungry white man grows 


strong enough in numbers to furnish his own labor 
Nearly 200 Western American farmers have purchased 
lands on the Yaqui since last September, and most of 
them are looking to the garbanzo as the main chance— 
and in this they shoulo not be disappointed.

Trip oF Two MOUNTAIN-CLIMBERS 
TO BARLEY FLATS. 


By a Special Contributor. 


“T love to lie on the mountain top 
When the trail-worn day declines, 

And list to the moaning, mournful notes 
As the wind sobs through the pines. 


“It does not wail as on the plains, 
Nor cry as it does at sea, 

But it sings a song, soft, sweet and low, 
A plaintive melody.” 

Those big pine cones? Yes, sir. I carried them on 
my back from Barley Flats, up in the Sierra Madre 
Mountains. They lie around on the ground up there as 
thick as leaves at Vallombrosa. What? You do not 
know where Barley Flats is? Listen. ; 3 

Look north at the Sierra Madre Mountains, and you 
will see a sharp peak that reaches higher toward the 
heavens than the rest of the range. That is Mt. San 
Gabriel. To the east of it you notice the long “hog- 
back” of Mt. Wilson. On a clear day you can see the 
observatory out near the eastern point. Now, Barley 
Flats is due north of the observatory, in the back 
range. It is also a “hogback’’ like its neighbor Wil- 
son, who only exceeds it in height by a few hundred 
feet. The “Flat” has no underbrush, but is covered with 
a dense crop of wild barley. 
feet to half a mile in width and two miles long. Scat- 
tered over the top of the ridge are many magnificent 
yellow and sugar pines. Some are close to 200 feet 
high. Altogether it is a charming place, and a spot 
that once visited calls to you more and more. How do 
we get there? 3 


My trail mate and myself have explored nearly ev- 


ary cafion of consequence on Mt. Wilson, and have often 
iooked across the West Fork with a longing to find out 
the beauties of Barley Fiats. Two weeks ago, we 
loaded our haversack with supplies from the store 


at Sierra Madre, swung a couple of army blankets over 


shoulder and hit the trail for Mt. Wilson. This 
part of the trip was so old to us that we saw but few 
interesting things on the way. We did run into some 
beautiful cloud effects, however. Mt. Harvard must be 
surmounted on the way to Mt. Wilson, and there is quite 
a deep pass between the two. We were well into this 
pass as the sun was going down and a strong wind 
was blowing from the west. The Big Santa Anita 
Cafion to the east was filled with fog. As the wind 
rushed through between the mountains, it played some 
wonderful tricks with the white vapor against the dark 
green shadow backgrounds. Now the fog would lie 
with an upper surface as smooth as a floor, appearing 
as a bank of snow from one mountain to the other. 
Then a rush of wind would come tearing through the 
pass and the fog would swirl in millions of eddies, mak- 
ing the observer think it very like a Niagara Falls 
whirlpool of milk. All this against the dark green of 
the pine tops and with pink-tinted Old Baldy keeping 
his eternal vigil in the east over the cafions and their 
caprices. 7 

From the Mt. Wilson Hotel there is a trail, known 
as the “Rattlesnake Trail,” which runs, or rather falls, 
down the north side of the mountain some 3000 feet in 
three miles into the West Fork of the San Gabriel 
Cafion. The people at the hotel claim to know where 
this trail starts, but in two attempts to direct the 
writer they have missed it both times. This time we 
took our way down a cafion, following the water until 
we arrived at the ranger’s cabin in the West Fork. It 
is a strenuous descent and to try the nerves of even 
hardy mountaineers, especially so when loaded with 
packs which grow heavier with each succeeding step. 
However, we arrived at the bottom and enjoyed the hos- 
pitality of the ranger, who permitted us to use his 
stove in preparing our noonday meal. 

Looking east from the ranger’s cabin, you can see 
down the West Fork to Old Baldy; to the south towers 
Mt. Wilson and westward the cafion soon is blocked by 
Mt. San Gabriel. But it is to the north we are bound. 
Short Cut Cafion comes into the West Fork here, and 
up that narrow gash in the range we follow a new tra? 
which the government is constructing to Pine Flats. 
Soon we come upon a camp of Mexicans, trail builders, 
who are sitting around a camp fire on the banks of the 
stream. One is playing a guitar and the others are 
smoking or humming Spanish songs. 

After a few words with the campers we leave the Pine 
Flats trail and follow a path to the left. This path was 
at one time a trail, but the government has long since 
abandoned it and the manzanita and buckthorn have 
taken full possession. Up, up it goes through the hot 
sun, climbing a hogback that seems to have no sum- 
mit. It was 2 o’clock when we left the Mexican’s camp, 
and it seems as though the day and the trail would 
never end. By. 3 o'clock the water in the canteen has 
grown warm and there is no fresh water on the trail. 
The time comes when we must rest every few minutes, 
not so much from the effects of the steep climbing as 
from fighting the brush which has overgrown the trail 
to the height of one’s waist. And there are several 
species of brush that are easier to travel through with 
a pack than are manzanita and buckthorn. As evening 
ie approaching, we reach the top and look down into 
the Tejunga to the north and the West Fork on the 
south. We glance back over our afternoon’s journey. 


It is from a few hundred | 


Down from the top a short distance are four large 
yellow pines with a smal! level place beneath them. 
Here we make our camp as have many mountain lov- 
ers before us. Just below is a spring. Rocks are 
handy for a stove, and we soon have supper under 
way. And the bacon—say, there is nothing that so fills 
the wants of a mountain appetite as hot bacon fried 
over an open fire. After the inner man is satisfied, we

It is 
the gray of early morning, and ghost shadows are all 
about us. Here, let’s lie at the foot of this venture- 
some cedar, which grows with rockbound roots on the 
very edge of the precipice. See, across there is Old 
Baldy, with a growing light behind him and a halo of 
snow billows about his venerable head. The cafion 
between is a beautiful blending of cool green and purple, 
like a deep-sea view from a glass-bottomed boat. Har- 
mony of purple and green is a rare sight—except in na- 
ture. Ah, how restful, how quiet, as though all the 
world held its breath for the coming of day. Now a 
ruddy tinge comes across the eastern horizon, and 
then— 
“Splash!” 
And the bottom of each white cloud is covered with 
crimson. The sky behind takes on the glare of pol- 
ished gold and, hush, you hear the swish of the winged 
feet as the messengers fly from billow to billow splash- 
ing the red with reckless art. The skyline of the moun- 
tains now has a fringe of brass and there, just at the 
peak of Od Baldy, comes a disk «. brighter gold. Swiftly 
the ponies pull it on its way until it blinds the eyes 
that gaze upon its grandeur. You turn your head away, 
and behold, it is day. Such was the sunrise as we saw 
it from Barley Flats. 
A dozen burros belonging to the Mt. Wilson Hotel 
Company were being ranged on the Flats, and while we 
ate breakfast they stood stolidly around with drooping 
heads and ears, but as soon as we left camp on an ex- 
ploring trip, they proceeded to investigate everything 
they could find that had the scent of man. We hung 
our packs high in the trees for safety, and it was well 
that we did. As we looked back, from a knoll we could 
see that the curiosity-smitten bunch were nosing into 
anything they saw in camp. One was chewing a bacon 
rind: another was licking a box on which we had 
spilled salt, while two more were quarreling over an 
old rag on which I had wiped my hands after handling 
the meat. 
There is a legend that years ago when horse thieves 
flourished in California, they would steal the animals 
in the north and run them over the Mexican border. On 
their way south, Barley Plats was one of their stop- 
ping-places, and it was the grain from their feed sacks 
that started the dense crop which springs up every 
year. However that may be, there is no more beauti- 
ful mountain top in the entire range, and if you want to 
get away from the noise and bustle of life, there is no 
better place to go to than Barley Fiats. Beautiful lit- 
tle cafions drop down in unexpected places and invite 
you to explore them. Magnificent pines rear their heads 
hundreds of feet into the blue. Squirrels play within 
a few feet of your hands, and deer tracks are every- 
where. If there is a word in the English language that 
signifies absolute peace, it can be applied to Barley 
Flats. But as for describing its wonderful beauty, such 
a task is beyond me.. 
We explored to our hearts’ content, and about 3 
o’clock packed our blankets and grub and started for 
the Tejunga trail. Of course we did not forget to pick 
up a couple of those big cones and swing them over 
our shoulders. They measure over a foot in length and 
about two feet in circumference. Over at: the west 
end of the Flats a good trail goes in a southwesterly 
direction toward the divide between the back range 
and Mt. San Gabriel.

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A New Judaism. 
LONDON’sS *“*LIBERAL” SYNAGOGUE 
AND WHAT IT STANDS FOR. 


From London Morning Post. 
() NE of the most important developments in the 


history of Anglo-Jewry is now taking place. The 
Jewish Religious Union—a body established seven 


years ago with the object of “deepening the religious | 


spirit” among such Jews as were out of sympathy with 


the ordinary synagogue services or were unable to at- 


tend them—has come to the conclusion that the time 
has now arrived for a drastic extension of its labors. 
Hitherto it has been satisfied to hold Saturday after- 
noon services of a decidedly “unorthodox” type in hired 
rooms situated in unconsecrated buildings, both in the 
West End and East End of London. Briefly, these serv- 
ices differ from those held in the regular synagogues by 
the fact that they are conducted mainly in English, only 
a few of the prayers being recited in Hebrew; that 
laymen, as well as members of the clergy, officiate at 
them and deliver discourses—in fact, it is an excep- 
tion rather than the rule for a clergyman to preach; 
that the worshipers sit together, without distinction of 
sex, whereas in the synagogues the oriental custom of 
relegating the women to a gallery has been preserved; 
and that the form of service has been considerably re- 
vised and abridged, with the object of bringing it more 
into line with modern ideas and requirements. These 
services have met with a certain, if limited, favour, and 
the Union claims, with no little justificatjon, that by 
this means it has saved to Judaism many who were ra 


idly drifting away from the faith. 


It has now been decided to form the members of the 
Union, together with the new adherents it is hoped to 
gain, into a regular congregation, with a synagogue of 
its own and all that a synagogue stands for. In the 
new place of worship divine service is to be held on 
Friday evening, Saturday ‘morning, and Saturday after- 
noon, as well as on the principal Jewish festivals; from 


this announcement it may be gathered that for the pres-_ 


ent, at any rate, the Union authorities have seolved to 
encourage their followers in the practice of attending 
worship on the Jewish Sabbath. But beyond this it is 
proposed to hold two week-day services a month, one 
of which is to be on a Sunday morning. (To the im- 
portance of this proposal, in view of its possible devel- 
opment and of the strenuous opposition it has already 
aroused in certain quarters, attention will be directed 
later.) The synagogue is to be fully equipped in every 
way. It is to have a minister of its own, it will seek 
facilities for the marrying and the burying of its mem- 


bers, and, presumably, it will provide for the religious | 


instruction of the young. Unless the opposition con- 
fronting it in official circles is particularly ill-consid- 
ered, it will identify itself with all the social and phil- 
anthropic movements in the community, and will 
doubtless be represented on the Jewish Board of Depu- 
ties.

The au- 
thor of this brochure is the founder and president of 
the Union, and as he must be held to be primarily re- 
sponsible for the new departure a word or two may be 
interposed regarding his somewhat remarkable person- 
ality, with which the movement is so unmistakably 
stamped. Mr. Montefiore is a great-nephew of that 
grandest of English Jews, the late Sir Moses Monte- 
fore, and thus belongs to one of the most distinguished 
and wealthiest families in the community. He did bril- 
lantly at Balliol, where he was the contemporary and 
intimate of Lord Milner, and where, naturally, he sat 
assiduously at the feet of the famous-master; indeed, 
it has been said of him that his Judaism is largely tinc- 
tured with “Jowettism.” From Oxford he went to Ber- 
lin to study theology, and thereafter he became Hibbert 
lecturer in 1892, and president of the Oxford Society of 
Historical Theology in 1903. He is the author of a num- 
ber of religious works, including “The Bible for Home 
Reading,” “Liberal Judaism,” and “Aspects of Judaism” 
—the last-named in collaboration with Mr. Israel Abra- 
haMs, reader in Rabbinics at Cambridge and his co- 
editor on the Jewish Quarterly Review. He is a very 
active president of the Anglo-Jewish Association and of 
the Jews Infant Schools, and a vice-president of the 
Religious Education Board—an office which he 
continues to hold in spite of the fulminations of Lord 
Swaythling as the champion of orthodox Judaism. A 
brilliant and unconventional thinker, an eloquent 
Speaker and preacher, a profound scholar, an earnest 
worker, and a lavish philanthropist, Mr. Montefiore is 
perhaps the most striking figure in Anglo-Jewry today, 
and naturally he exerts a very powerful influence on 
modern Jewish thought. Such being the man, we may 
ROW proceed to an examination of his religious views.

What “Liberal” Judaism Stands for.

| Judaism, which takes its stand upon an approximately 
literal interpretation of the teachings of the Old Testa- 
ment and upon an acceptance of the oral or Rabbinic 
law. Nothing, according to the leaders of orthodoxy, 
is to be added, nothing taken away; what was good 
enough for our fathers is good enough for us. Recog- 
nizing the futility of such an attitude, “liberal” Juda- 
ism, as expounded by Mr. Montefiore, does not propose 
to formulate, once and for all, a series of cut-and-dried 
dogmas and principles; its teachings are to bé suscep- 
tible, whenever and wherever necessary, of readjustment 
and development. Nevertheless, it does lay down, in 
rough outline, a certain conception of Judaism, which 
it offers for the acceptance of those who can find a suffi- 
cient spiritual sustenance therein, without demanding 
that it shall constitute the beginning and the end of 
their religious belief. 


“We stand first and foremost,” says Mr. Montefiore, 
“for those great Theistic affirmations in which we are 
at one with all our fellow-Jews, and, indeed, with so 
many thousands outside Israel;” and then follows a 
summary of the main beliefs, ethical and theological, 
which this Theism implies. “We hold,” he continues, 
“that it is within Judaism that the the foregoing affir- 
mations or truths have been attained. .. And we 
further believe (and we stand for the belief) that the 
Jews have been entrusted by God with the duty of 
maintaining, developing, and even diffusing these affir- 
mations to the best of their power and in the most suit- 
able ways. .. We want to make our drifters feel 
not merely that it is better for themselves to remain 
Jews and to attend a Jewish worship, but that they 
ought to remain Jews, and that, given certain funda- 
mental agreements, it is their duty to identify them- 
selves with the religion and religious cause of Israel.” 
The difference between the adherents of liberal and 
traditional Judaism is thus set forth: 


“We differ in our conception of revelation and inspi- 
ration; we differ in our attitude toward the results of 
such revelation and inspiration as recorded in a par- 
ticular code and book; we differ in our estimate of the 
Rabbinic law: we differ in our conception of, and our 
attitude toward, authority. We recognize no binding 
outside authority between us and God, whether in a 
man or in a book, whether in a church or in a code, 
whether in a tradition or in a ritual.” 


For this reason, “even if the whole Pentateuch were 
unquestionably the work of Moses we should still de- 
clare that no book, be its human author who he may, 
can be for us an unquestioned and binding authority.” 
The Old Testament is regarded with the utmost rever- 
ence, but, of course, from the standpoint of the higher 
criticism. It is found to be “a book of strange variety, 
full of the conceptions, customs, and even superstitions. 
of early ages, and yet often rising greatly above them; 
a book of varying excellence, containing laws and enact- 
ments of all kinds, from supremely good to indifferent.” 
“The book is not good because it is from God; it is 
from God so far as it is good. The book is not true be- 
cause it is from God; it is from God so far as it is 
true.” 


A “Constructive” Policy. 


Such are the main principles for which the Jewish 
Religious Union is declared to stand. No attempt is 
made for the present to show how these principles 
should be expressed in institutions, or what should be 
the exact attitude of the Union toward the various Jew- 
ish ceremonies. The belief is expressed, however, that 
“it is on these ceremonies and institutions, or rather 
on some of them, that our public, and even to some 
extent our private, religious life should still be fed. 
They, and not any newly-created ceremonies and in- 
stitutions, must still be the embodiment of our modern 
Jewish faith.” Thus, although perhaps charged with 
new meaning, the chief festivals of the Pentateuch must 
still be observed. Some of the main doctrines of lib- 
eral Judaism on which there should be general agree- 
ment are summed up by Mr. Montefiore as follows: First, 
Judaism should be regarded as essentially a universal 
religion, as one that might be the common belief of all 
races. Secondly, the predictions of the prophets should 
be interpreted in a spiritual] sense. Thirdly, no religious 
ceremonial or institution should be maintained which 
does not possess, in addition to its national or racial 
quality, a religious quality as well; for the sake of ex- 
pediency, however, the retention of the rite of circum- 
cision is desirable. And, lastly, it is held that the 
continuance of Judaism as a separate, distinct religion 
is of religious advantage to Jews themselves and to the 
world; for this reason intermarriage with people of 
other faiths is deprecated. It is for the preservation of 
the Jewish faith that this “constructive policy” is to 
be pursued. The traditional conception of Judaism, 
thinks Mr. Montefiore, is doomed. “It mixes up so much 
error with truth, so much of the obsolete with the living, 
that the erroneous and the obsolete clog and ruin the 
living and the true. The ivy is killing the tree. If 
there were no such thing as liberal Judaism in theory 
and practice, the days of Judaism must, in our opinion, 
be numbered.” The ‘drifters’ must be saved, and it is 
to the new synagogue that Mr. Montefiore looks to per- 
form this task. “If anybody can secure them and win 
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them, it must be we. And if we cannot secure them, 
we may at any rate secure their chikdren.” 


Sunday Services. 


It is not within the purpose of this article to do more 
than explafM{, without comment or criticism, the motives 
animating the leaders of the new movement; from the 
Jewish ‘point of view it were best that each individual 
should be left to judge of its recommendations fer him- 
self, and to the satisfaction of his own conscience. It 
is desirable, however, that something should be said 
regarding that part of the union’s programme which 
provides for occasional services on Sunday. As has al- 


aroused the greatest consternation in orthodox circles. 


the chief rabbi made it the subject of a sermon, in 
| which he expressed his feeling on the matter in unhesi- 
| tating terms. “The proposed Sunday service,” he ob- 
| served, “is the most disquieting element in the new 
movement, for it is in direct opposition to the word of 
God as contained in the Torah and the prophetic writ- 
ings, and a menace to Judaism, being calculated to sap 
and undermine the most sacred institution of our faith.” 
Sunday worship, he thinks, will be a direct incentive 
to Sabbath-breaking because in time it is likely to sup- 
plant the ordinary Saturday services. On this head 
Mr. Montefiore may again be quoted: “We recognize 
the immense difficulties which the observance of the 
Saturday Sabbath presents to the Jews of Europe and 
America, but though we do not preclude and rule out 
of court ab initio the possibility of extra services on 
Sunday, we still stand for the historical Sabbath.” Now 
what is likely to be the result of the holding of occa- 
sional Sunday morning services which the Union’s new' 
programme offers? If we may learn anything from the 
example of Germany and the Uniteg States, where the 
same experiment has been tried, it will in time be found 
that the Sunday services will attract far larger congre- 
gations than those held on the Jewish Sabbath, and the 
leaders of the new synagogue will find it well-nigh im- 
possible to resist the demand—even if they should desire 
to resist it—first that equal facilities shall be provided 
for Sunday as for Saturday * worship, and later 
that the Saturday services shall be made the 
first care of the congregation. Have Mr. Monte- 
fiore and his fellow-reformers faced this fact, and 
are they prepared to go to the lengths that will 
almost undoubtedly be forced upon them? And further, 
are they prepared, as the only honest and logical out- 
come of such a development, to advocate in tLe near 
future the adoption of Sunday as the Sabbath of their 
flock? Will they in five years’ time “still stand for the 
historical Sabbath?” No doubt, from their point of 
view there is much to be said for the bodily transfer- 
ence of the Jewish Sabbath from Saturday to the fol- 
lowing day, for modern economic pressure renders it 
absolutely impossible for thousands of Jews to observe 
“the seventh day as a day of rest. If they have fully 
weighed the matter, and have come to the conclusion 
that such a change is not undesirable, and that the 
schism it will cause within the Jewish ranks will not 
be calamitous to the communal welfare, then from their 
standpoint they are justified in offering Sunday services 
as part of their programme, and on the ground of policy 
it is just as well that the transition should be gradual, 
and that a should be made with merely occasional 
Sunday worship. But if they are not ready to proceed 
to the lengths which their present action seems bound 
to entail then they are simply playing with fire, and 
recklessly laying the train for a conflagration which 
afterwards they will find themselves powerless to ex- 
tinguish. To this matter both the heads of the Jewish 
Religious Union and their followers must needs address 
themselves with the greatest circumspection and honesty 
of mind. 


Altogethér the new movement is not unlikely to mark 
a distinct epoch in the development of English Juda- 
ism. Whether its activity will prove beneficent or the 
reverse, and whether its authors are to be held up to 
admiration or condemnation—on these questions public 
opinion must for many years be sharply divided: The 
orthodox party, however, have done so little to solve 
the growing problem of apathy and irreligion that they 
can ill afford to scoff at the efforts of a body of men 
who, whatever the quality of their views, have at any 
rate to their credit the virtues of unbounded earnest- 
ness and energy.

No Colds in Antarctic Region. 

Lieut. Shackleton tells of acurious phenomenon of life 
in the Antarctic regions. The daily journey is of course 
taken under atmospheric conditions involving the ex- 
tremest cold. The danger of what is called “catching 
cold” is increased by the. fact that the toil of dragging 
sledges over miles of snow and broken ice lands the 
workers at the end of the day in a condition of profuse 
perspiration. 


Nevertheless, during the whole of their stay in the 
Antarctic regions not a single one of the adventurers 
suffered from bodily infirmity ordinarily following on 
exposure to extreme cold. The peculiarity was the more 
marked in view of the fact that at the first port their 
vessel touched on the homeward voyage nearly every 
man, including the commander, *ad catarrh.—[Scots- 
man.

most troublesome possessions of the United States, ‘be 
Pribilof group, better known as the Fur Seal Islands. 
The term of ten years of the present lessee, the North 
American Commercial Company of San Francisco, ex- 


_pires on April 30, 1910. The lease allows the holder to 


kill about 15,000 fur seals annually, and these sell in 
the London market for not less than $465,000. 

The islands were acquired from Russia along with the 
rest of Alaska in 1867, and in 1870 they were first leased, 
the Alaska Commercial Company being the lessee. In 
1890 the North American Commercial Company made a 
better bid and secured the privilege of taking seals for 
the succeeding ten years. It is believed that the Alaska 
Commercial Company, which has again become an ag- 
gressive competitor in the fur buying industry in Alaska, 
will bid for the lease. 

Under the present contract, the lessee pays at the rate 
of $10.22% for each skin taken. The Secretary of Com- 


~ 


merce and Labor determines the kind and number of 
seals to be taken each year, and the method of killing. 
Under the regulations, the animals are killed with clubs, 
and the kill is restricted to “bachelors” of two and three 
years old. The age is fixed by the weight of the skin, 
none weighing less than 8% pounds being legal. As the 
bachelors herd by themselves most of the killing sea- 
son, it is an easy matter to see that only male seals are 
killed, although at the end of the mating season, more 
care must be exercised. 


In addition to the sum paid the government for each 
skin, the company furnishes free to the natives on the 
islands dried salmon and salt and salt barrels for pre- 
serving a supply of meat, eighty tons of coal annually, 
comfortable dwellings and necessary schoolhouses, which 
it keeps in repair, competent teachers and a free school 
for the education of the children eight months of the 
year, competent physicians, medicines and medical sup- 
plies, and the necessaries of life for the widows and or- 
phans and aged and infirm inhabitants of the islands 
unable to provide for themselves. The company also 
employs the natives to perform such work on the islands 
as they are fitted to do at a compensation fixed by the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 


On its side, the government employs an agent, Walter 
I. Lembkey, and three assistant agents.to look after its 
interest upon the islands, and also furnishes revenue 
cutters and naval vessels to protect the islands from 
raids by marauding pelagic sealers. 


The Pribilof Islands, wnich are the breeding grounds 


of the major herd of the Pacific fur seals, were discov- 
' ered in 1786 by Gerassim Pribilof, a navigator in the

The islands are of volcanic origin, and are desert #0 
the extent that they produce nothing capable of sustain- 
ing man. They are remarkable for the profusion of wild 
flowers found upon them during the summer months. 

During a large part of the year, the islands and the 
surrounding sea are enveloped in a dense fog, which 
makes navigation difficult and hazardous. There are no 
vessels at the islands—practically the only kind of boat 
in use is the native bidarka or skin canoe—capable of 
being navigated to the mainland or to the nearest port, 
and the only time the residents come in touch with the 
outside world is when the North American Commercial 
Company’s steamer calls there twice each year, and at 
irregular intervals when a revenue cutter chances to 
stop for a few hours. 

These islands are the only breeding ground of the 
Pribilof or American fur-seal herd, which even in its 
present depleted condition is the largest fur-seal herd 
in the world. The seals of this herd breed upon the 
islands of St. Paul and St. George during the summer 
and annually in the fall leave them and proceed through 
Bering Sea and the passes between the Aleutian Islands 
into the Pacific Qcean some of them go as far as Santa 
Barbara Channel, off Southern California. 

Generally speaking, this annual migration of the herd 
begins in November, and by the latter part of Decem- 


ber there are few if any animals left on the islands. 
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arrivals usually appearing about May 1 and the last | 


the latter part of June or July 1. 


At the time of the discovery of these islands by the 
Russians, fur seal, sea otter, walrus, sea lions and foxes 
were found in almost unlimited numbers. The killing 
of all these species of animals proceeded with wanton 
prodigality from 1786 until 1835, when the fur-seal herd 
Wwas reduced to less than 200,000. A closed season was 
established on the islands from 1835 to 1845-50, during 
which period only so many seais were killed as were 
necessary to furnish food and clothing for the natives, 
while the killing of females was prohibited entirely. 


As a result of these drastic measures the herd wags 
gradually rehabilitated, and ae the first twenty 
years of American possession, 100,000 young male seals 
were killed annually for commercial purposes. From 
1786 to i909, both inclusive, there have been killed on 
the islands about 5,100,500 seals. Since 1870, over 2,500.-

{London Times:] Of all the existing man apes the 


| gorilla is beyond question the most formidable, a large 


| 


male standing not infrequently over 5 feet 6 inches in 
height, and bones being known of one which apparently 
measured in life no less than 6 feet 2 inches. It is not, 
we now know from experience in the gardens and else- 
where, always when young quite so “utterly untam- 
able a beast” and so “entirely and constantly an enemy 
of man” as Du Chaillu tepresented; but it is savage and 
morose enough. 
It is stili uncertain whether in a wild state, except in 
the immediate moment of attack, it ever actually walks 
erect without either resting its knuckles on the ground 
or supporting itself by a| branch overhead, but that it 
does beat its fists upon its breast when enraged (Du 
Chaillu says that he heard the noise “like a great bass 
drum” at a distance of a mile) is established; and when 
the male gorilla turns, as seemingly it doés, to confront 
man fearlessly when attacked, with its huge size, its 
great hairy limbs, and hideous head set almost down 
into its shoulders, we can believe that “no description 
can exceed the horror of its appearance.”” Add that the 
gorilla usually lives in the depth of forests where the 
light is so dim that it is difficult to see any object clearly

Many believe the gorilla to be human; others hold 
that, though itself a beast, it is often informed with 
the transmigrated spirits of the human dead. It is 
said to lie in wait crouched on the lower branches of 
trees overhanging a path, and when a human being 


passes to drop one of its long hind limbs and, clutching > 


the victim by the throat so suddenly and in so terrific 
a grip that hardly a sob is heard, to drag it—man or 
woman—up to its lurking-place. It is credited with 
capturing and stealing women and carrying them off to 
keep them in the. forests, and, armed with clubs, is said 
to attack and beat off elephants. The formidableness 
of the great apes as compared with other beasts, how- 
ever, is not an easy matter to pass upon. In Africa it 
is noteworthy that the lion and the gorilla do not oc- 
cur together, and it has been conjectured both that the 
lton has exterminated the gorilla within its territory 
and that the gorilla has driven out the lion. 

In Borneo, the most serious neighbors of the orang 
are the python and the crocodile, and the natives say 
that the ape overcomes them both, the python by seiz- 
ing and biting it, and the crocodile by leaping on its 
back, clutching it by the upper jaw and by sheer main 
strength tearing it open. The name “orang” is in itself 


a title of honor, meaning roughly “wise one,” the Ma- 


lays giving it alike to their chiefs, to elephants and to 
the “wild men.” Perhaps, however, no native myth or 
story eclipses in wonder the statement of Emin Pasha, 


_ made seriously, that in the Mbongwe forest the chim- 


panzees used to come to rob the banana plantations in 
troops, bearing torches to light them on the way! “Had 
I not witnessed this extraordinary spectacle personally,” 
he is reported as saying, “I should not have believed 
that. any of the simians understood the art of making 
fire.”

THE RESOURCES AND PROSPECTS OF THE WEST 
COAST OF MEXICOQ. 


{Kansas City Journal:] To the average American the 
word Mexico stands for Greasers, ignorance and stupid- 
ity. And only because they do not know. Thousands 
of travelers who have visited the country on business 
or pleasure know quite the opposite to be true. There 
are probably no better educated, more“ polished men 
and women on earth than the better classes of Mexico 
and even the peons are rapidly awakening, and it will 
be but a short time until they are as well educated as 
the average working class of people in any country. 


With the advent of American capital, American push 
and energy, Mexico is rapidly undergoing a transtorma- 
tion. This is especially true of what is known as the 
West Coast country, that section which will be put in 
‘close touch with Kansas City by A. E. Stilwell upon 
the completion of the Kansas City, Mexico and Orient 
Railway, of which there are now hundreds of miles in 
daily operation. 


Hermosiilo is 400 miles nearer Kansas City and the 
markets of the Orient than is San Francisco, and yet 
the average person thinks of the West Coast country of 
Mexico as thousands of miles farther from home. 
There are no shrewder railroad men in the country than 
that coterie of men headed by Mr. Stilwell; when he 
undertook the development of Western Mexico by build- 
ing his railroad he knew full well that he was tapping 
one of the richest undeveloped agricultural and mineral 
countries in the world. 

Mexico is an importing country. She consumes more 
than she produces. And this is especially true of that 
undeveloped western coast where the mines employing 
thousands and thousands of men create a market for all 
kinds of agricultural and beef products which finds its 
supply largely from Kansas City. Americans are rap- 
idly becoming acquainted with the opportunities offered 
in our sister republic and the State of Sonora is but an 
example of what will follow in all the West Coast States 


hundreds of millions of American capital and thousands 
of American business men and farmers have located 
there and are rapidly growing rich with the country. 
With the American homeseekers came the dividing 
into farms of the great ranches of hundreds of thous- 
ands of acres, which had been handed down as entailed 
estates from father to son for hundreds of years. These 
vast estates have been divided and subdivided until now 
the American settler finds from one hundred to one 
thousand acres as much or as little as he wishes to buy.

been tilled. Everything grows that can be grown on the 
farm, and that twelve months in the year. It is possible 
to raise a crop of corn and a crop of wheat on the same 
piece of land each year.. And at that the State of So- 
nora at present does not raise enough to supply the de- 
mand. Beans, cotton, sugar, wheat and corn are im- 
ported in vast quantities yearly. Today Sonora and the 
West Coast country is just where California was thirty- 
five years ago. The development, however, will be much 
more rapid. The possibilities of California as an agri- 
cultural and fruit country were then unknown. 

Today it is the garden spot or at least one of the gar- 
den spots of the country.

The first 
settlement of Californians landed in Sonora a little over 
a year ago and this year they shipped over a hundred 
cars of tomatoes alone to California markets. Fruits 
of all kinds grow with little labor in Sonora. The So- 
nora orange is better than the California or Florida or- 
ange, being known in all markets for its peculiarly 
sweet flavor. Alfalfa, too, makes a. wonderful growth. 
Eight crops a year can be cut that will average a ton 


or more to the acre. And yet Sonora last year imported 
over a hundred thousand dollars’ worth of alfalfa to | 


supply the demand. While cotton grows as well as in 
Georgia, yet it is imported in vast quantities. The same 
is true of nearly every other agricultural product. 

The fact is that Mexico affords the best markets.in 
the world, the products which can be raised in the 
country. There are no monopolies in Mexico. The gov- 
ernment controls the railroads, the harbors, freight rates 
and transportation in general. All roads are operated 
under government control. 2 | 

Of all the States, Sonora leads in American popula- 
tion. They have introduced American methods of farm- 
ing and mining. American machinery for the farms, 
American machinery for the mines and mills, has taken 
the place of the out-of-date methods used for centuries 
by the Mexicans. Sonora has the finest schools in the 
republic. Hermosillo and Guaymas are Americanized 
cities with electric lights, paved streets, banks, fac- 
tories and mills. In Hermosillo alone there are over 
flliy graduates of American colleges, Yale, Harvard, 
Princeton and a number of other American educational 
institutions for men and women having graduates there, 
making social conditions the most pleasant. 

Taxes throughout Mexico are very low, being 1 per 
cent. of the assessed valuation. The assessed valuation 
is determined by the purchase price and is the purchase 
price. For instance, if a farm sold for fifty dollars an 
acre, that would be the assessed valuation and that val-

Great WorK UNDERTAKEN BY A 

YOUNG MINISTER.

UT in the desert wastes of the Navajo Indian res- 
O) ervation, in Western New Mexico, is a young min- 
ister of the gospel, who has essayed the part of 
Cadmus to the red men. Not content with inventing 


an alphabet adapted to the peculiarities of the Navajo 


language, he is engaged, single-handed, in the labori- 
ous task of compiling a dictionary, reducing the spo- 
ken tongue to written torm, formulating a grammar, 
and translating the Bible into the vernacular of the 
aborigines. He has been engaged upon this self- 
iinposed task for nine years. How many years more 
will be required for its completion, he will not even 
hazard a guess. It is, with him, solely a labor of love— 
without hope of financial reward, or of the applause of 


ker. LPBrink and family. 


Navajo. Mission boards always have calls for more 
money than they have to spend, but at last the mission- 
ary was permitted to employ an interpreter for two 
months, in order to give him a start at the language. 
Not knowing whether he would ever be able to have 
the services of an interpreter again, Mr. Brink put in 
sixty strenuous days, and the interpreter found his job 
anything but a sinecure. However, by the time the two 
months had expired, the most skeptical member of the 
board was convinced that an interpreter in the hands of 
Brink was a good investment. So he has been with 
the missionary ever since, He is a full-blood Navajo, 
and a man of sagacity and intelligence. 


Now, to reduce to written and literary form the spo- 
ken tongue of any savage, nomadic people is no small 
task. Its difficulties in the case of the Navajo are ag- 
gragated by peculiarities of the language. To illustrate 
the nature of these, it may be mentioned that the Nava- 
jos have no less than twelve verbs meaning “to give,” 
the one wsed in any particular case depending upon 
what is given. Similarly there are nine different and 
dissimilar verbs meaning “to eat,” the one used de- 
pending upon what is eaten. So it is with almost all 
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men, or other prize of ambition. He is doing it “for his 


red brother.” 

This man is Rev. L. P. Brink, a missionary of the 
Christian Reformed Church. His parents were immi- 
grants from Holland, who settled in the lumber coun- 
try of Michigan, where his early years were spent. In 
the summer months he labored on his father’s farm, 
and the winter he worked in the woods with the lum- 
bermen, going to school at odd times as a rest from 
more strenuous labors. At the age of 17, he entered the 
prepara.ory department of the Christian Reformed The- 
ological Seminary, at Grand Rapids, finishing the regu- 
lar theological course in 1900. 

Then he took unto himself a wife, and asked for an 
assignment to the mission field. Five weeks after their 
wedding day—on September 6, 1900—the young couple 
arrived at Tohatchi, N.M., where he had accepted a 
call to labor for and with the Navajos. 

Now the Navajo vernacular is one that is not in- 
cluded in college or seminary curricula—and the mis- 
sionary couldn't see how his preaching to the Navajos 
was to avail when he couldn’t understand a word of 
their language, and they were just as ignorant of his. 
So he began the study of the Navajo tongue. Progress 
was slow, and in their endeavors to make themselves 
understood, the Indians were accustomed to mix in 
their talk such words of Spanish as they knew, with, 
perhaps, a smattering of the Hopi, Zuni and other abo- 
riginal dialects. As soon as the missionary realized this, 
he knew that after he did learn to make himself under- 
stood by the people, he would not be talking the real 
Navajo language, but a ridiculous hodge-podge of vari- 
ous dialects, all of them corrupt. Then he realized that 
e,ery other missionary had precisely the same diffi- 
culties to contend with, and always would have until 
some one tackled the Navajo language in a systematic 
manner, compiled a vocabulary and reduced the talk 


of the people to written form so that it might be studied 


in orderly manner. pets 
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his interpreter, Mr. Brink cannot be sure that the trans. 
lation of the Bible upon which he is working is correet 
There is always the chance that the interpreter may 
have failed to catch the real significance of the Iga. 
guage of scripture, even supplemented by the mission. 
ary’s explanation. So as soon as a few paragraphs have 
been translated into Navajo, the missionary tries its 
effect upon some of the older and more intelligens 
members of the tribe. By watching the expressions 
upon their faces he is able to judge pretty well whethe: 
the language of the Bible produces its appropriate effee 
upon their minds—whether it conveys the meaning 
intended, or something very different. This rule is ge 
infallible; so having done the best he can, the mission: 
ary lays that section aside and goes on to something 
else. He is always learning; and in a few months iy 
goes over the old work again, correcting and revising 
in the light of additional knowledge. Not unnaturally 
the red men are mystified beyond measure to see the 
missionary take a piece of paper covered with strange 
markings and read from it words and sentences that 
they can understand. 
derful “big medicine,” the mystery of which their wisest 
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verbs expressive of action—there are many words ex- 
pressive of each English equivalent, the one selected 
depending upon its grammatical object. The construc- 
tion of the language is similar to that of the Latin, the 
verb usually coming last in the arrangement of the 
sentence. For several sounds in Navajo there are no 
English equivalents: For these new alphabetical char- 
acters had to be invented, although the letters of the 
English alphabet are employed as far as possible for 
the indication of equivalent sounds in Navajo. To lis- 
ten to a conversation carried on between two Navajos, 
one unfamiliar with the language would think that it 
consisted largely of inarticulate grunts. But a differ- 
ence in sound so slight that the unpracticed ear cannot 
detect it frequently makes a vast difference in the 
meaning. 

Others besides Mr. Brink had undertaken the same 
task—-many years before he began it. The difficulty 
was that every one worked on his own responsibility, 
and carried his labor forward until accident, death or 
change of occupation brought it to a standstill. No one 
ever got far enough along to make his toil of any real 
assistance to his successors. No one’s labors were ever 
placed in type, to the end that later comers might reap 
whatever benefits were to be derived from them. 

To remedy this waste of effort, at the meeting of the 
Southwest Indian Conference, held at Rehoboth Mis- 
sion, near Gallup, N. M., in August, 1907, a committee 
was appointed to bring about unity of endeavor. Three 
of the members of this committee were missionaries to 
the Navajos, one to the Hopis, and one to the Zunis, 
Mr. Brink being chairman. In the end, a uniform al- 
phabet was adopted for the languages of the Zunis, 
Hopis and Navajos. Rev. Mr. Fryling, a Christian Re- 
formed missionary to the Zunis, is laboring at the re- 
duction of that language to literary form, apd Rev. 
Mr. Epp, a Baptist missignary to the Hopis, is perform- 
ing the same work for them.

shamans cannot fathom. Stranger still, in their view, 
is the fact that some of their own children are acquit 
ing the same amazing power at the Rehoboth Missios, 
where the written language of the Navajos is now be 
ing taught. It’s the first time in the world’s history 
that a Navajo has been able to read the written @ 
printed language of his people. Rev. Mr. Brink’s tran 
lation of the Book of Genesis and the Gospel of % 
Mark are now in the hands of the American Bible Sock 
ety. Perhaps by this time they are off the press. A cr 
lection of “Christian Songs in Navajo” wac printed more 
than a year ago, and also tracts contairing the Lords 
Prayer, Apostles Creed and the Ten Commandments 
It is estimated that the Navajo Dictionary will oo 
tain at least 15,000 words. This seems like an exte® 
sive vocabulary for an aboriginal people. — it 
is accounted for by the fact that the language 
so many words for the same action. 


Mr. Brink’s parish is about 120 miles wide and 1 
miles long, and some in charge of other missionar® 
are fully as large. He estimates the total number @ 
Navajos at about 28,000—a number much larger 
that given in government publications. Howevet, be

The Navajo reservation proper is about 20,000 squat 
miles in extent, but the Navajo feels himself privileged 
to occupy all outdoors. The tribespeople pay 00 at 
tention to reservation boundaries, but are scattered Ove 
an area larger than that of the whole State of Pe 
vania. 


Possibly no other tribe, with the exception of @ 
Hopis, have been so little influenced by the advance 
civilization as the Navajos. Few of them speak el 
English or Spanish, and in Northern Arizona and 


ern Utah are many who have hardly ever seen a ¥ 


No railroads cross or touch the reservation, 
no important white settlements have been 
within its limits. This isolation of the tribe is reo® 
sible for the fact that their primitive manner of 
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and ways of living have been but little altered. They 
are the least gregarious of American aborigines, never 
forming permanent villages like those of their neigh- 
pors, the Hopis, or congregating in compactly-settled 
communities like most of the tribes of the plains. It 
may happen that a cafion having an abundant water 


' gupply will contain a seore or even half a hundred ho- 


gans (as their rude huts are called;) but this is not for 
the sake of companioWship, but for the sake of the 
water. The Navajo would be better pleased to have a 
spring all to himself, miles away from other habitations 
of his people, for the reason that isolation gives him 
exclusive pasturage for his sheep, goats and ponies, 
upon which he relies for a livelihood. 

At the present time, the government is engaged in 
making individua! land allotments to the Navajos, on 
the basis of 160 acres to each individual. Possibly this 
action forecasts the early opening of the reservation 
to white settlement. It is, however, a measure upon 
which the tribespeople do not look with favor. They 
are semi-nomadic in their habits, moving whenever 
they think their live stock needs better pasturage or 
more abundant water supplies. Some of them raise 
corn and beans, and a few have peach trees. These 
return to the same locations summer after summer, but 
after their crops have been harvested may drive their 
flocks and herds for a score or a half a hundred miles. 


. To confine them upon the restricted area of a farm will 


mean much the same thing to them as putting a white 
man into jail means to him. Furthermore, so scanty 
is the vegetation on the greater part of the lands of the 
reservation, and so uncertain is the water supply, that 


it is open to question whether 160 acres of land to each . 


individual will support enough live stock to yield a live- 
lihood to the people—at least so long as the reservation 
traders continue to pay starvation prices for wool, hides 
and blankets, and charge exorbitant rates for food, 
clothing and everything else the Navajo buys. 

Stock raising, with the incidental and dependent in- 
dustries of wool marketing and manufacturing and sell- 
ing blankets, is the chief reliance of the Navajos. The 
squaws card and spin the wool and weave the blankets, 
which at their best have no superiors in their particular 
field. Many of the men are skilled silversmiths, mak- 
ing rings, bracelets, belts, medallions, saddle and bridle 
ornaments, and scores of other articles that are in great 
demand, not only among the Indians, but among white 
cowboys and plainsmen, and Mexicans of all degrees. A 
little pottery is made, but this is of the roughest and 
crudest character. Marriage baskets of beautiful sym- 
bolic designs are used at all tribal weddings, but 
whether these are manufactured by the Navajos or 
purehased from the Apaches is a question that even 


. traders who have spent years upon the reservation are 


unable to answer. AlHhough living in one of the most 
desolate and barren regions of the Southwest, the Nava- 
jos have always managed to subsist without the grudg- 
ing bounty of a paternal government. They are not 
mendicants, and it is quite conceivable that the gov- 
ernment might do worse than let them alone. It is 


quite true that there are various interests clamorous 


for the opening of the reservation to exploitation of its 
forest and mineral resources; but the grazing lands at 
least ought to be left in the possession of these Bedou- 
ins of the southwestern deserts, who have occupied 
them for so long that tradition runneth not to the con- 
trary.

Transformation of the Eel. | 

After centuries of mystery the natural] history of the 
eel has been clearly determined. As soon as the 
eel becomes sexually mature fit leaves the fresh water 
and travels long distances in the sea. To accomplish 
this, those who have lived in isolated ponds and ditches 
must actually leave the water and cross the fields till 
they reach a stream. The old eels never return, but at 
certain seasons immense number of elvers, or young 
eels, ascend the rivers. : 

The history between remained a blank. Yet the lar- 
val form of the eel was known as long ago as 1763, 
when a curious little fish about four inches long was 
discovered on the coast of Wales. It had a small head 
and transparent ribbon-shaped body. From the former 
peculiarity it received the name of leptocephalus. Other 
Species were found, and they were thought to represent 
a new genus of fishes. | 

In 1861, however, Prof. Carus of Leipsic suggested 
that these might be the larval forms of other fish. And 
in 1864 Gill came to the conclusion that they were the 
larval form of eels. While in 1886 M. Yves Delage ob-

young conger eel. | 

It would appear that the eels from our rivers may go 
to spawn beyond the 500-fathom line to the west of 
#@elaaa or to the Bay of Biscay. To reach these spawn- 
Ing grounds the eels from our east-coast rivers pass 
through the English Channel.

On one voyage Geer put in nine days at the pumps 
off Cape Hatteras, in a heavily-laden brig. Once he 
was in an iron steamer which ran upon the rocks off 


In 1881 the ship Three Brothers touched at Wilming- 
ton, as the port of San Pedro was then universally 
called, and unloaded coal, on a yoyage from Liverpoo! to 
San Francisco. Geer was one of her large crew, for at 
the time the Three Brothers was the biggest ship afloat. 
She lay in the outer harbor and unloaded onto light- 
ers. That was Geer’s only previous visit to Southern 
California, and he states that when he went to San Pe- 
dro since his return, he did not know the place; all the 
islands had disappeared, and what was formerly an 
offing had become a harbor. | 

In Rio Janeiro, Geer once deserted from a “hard ship.” 
To avoid service in the Brazilian army, he was forced 
to bid a quick adieu to the charms of Rip and start 
south, on foot. It was a year before he succeeded in 
getting a ship out of the country, during which he was 
a hobo in a strange land. 

When following the life of a New England fisherman 
the fish refused to bite satisfactorily one day, and with 
irresponsible disgust Geer sailed to Providence, R. I., sold 


his boat and shipped for Liverpool, from which port he 


and then returned south to Honolulu, the Pacific port for | 


all whalers in those days. Here the call of the indolent | 


life of the natives was too strong for the youth, and he 


deserted. In order to remain in Honolulu in those days 


it was necessary for every one to be a subject of the 


native King, and for all he knows, Geer is to this day a | 


citizen of the Hawaiian kingdom. | 


Those were gay times for the sailor boy, the native 
maidens were pretty, to get a living required but small 
effort, and even the King would join in the beach fes- 
tivities, drinking and fighting with the human derelicts 
from every country of the world. 


Then one day a trading vessel brought the news of 
the discovery of gold at Sutter’s Fort in California, and 


Geer, together with the total floating population of the | 


islands, sailed for San Francisco to make his fortune. 
He came across under the Kanaka flag, a combination 
of the British union jack and the stripes of the United 
States flag, and arrived in San Francisco with one gold 
dollar in his pocket. He worked in the city of tents 
and prospects at $5 a day till he had money to outfit, 
and then went up the river to Sacramento, taking pass- 
age on a river schooner and being a week making the 
trip which is now made in a few hours. His bunk was 
a deckload of lumber, when he could find a large enough 
space vacant, so great was the rush. . 

For three years, Geer mined in the American River 
and Deer Creek section, alternately rich and poor. He 
tells of washing one remarkable pan of gold at Hudson 
Gulch. Luck had been using him badly and he told 
his partner he was going to wash one more pan and 
go off on a spree with the proceeds. He dug the pan 
full of gravel, seeing no nuggets in it as he did so, but 
when it was washed, he weighed out $2200 of the pre- 
cious metal. The celebration which followed was a 
hilarious one, 

In nine weeks, Geer cleaned up $11,400, but not satis- 
fied with this, he reached out for bigger things. A com- 
pany was formed, into which the visionary sailor put 
all his savings, to tunnel a mountain, turn. the course of 
the American River and wash the former bed of the 
stream. The river was turned, only to find that the 
bottom Was bedrock and not gold-bearing gravel, and 
Geer went back to the sea, wealthier only in experience, 

After this one flirtation with good fortune, Geer’s 
life became that of the typical deep-water windjammer. 
Liverpool, Rio, Bombay, Rangoon, Singapore, Frisco 
and Callao were more than mere names to him. As it 
is with all old-time sailors, Liverpool was more like a. 
home port to him than any in his native land. He 
sailed under the American, German or English flag as 
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Ceer before hin. 
signed for an around-the-world voyage. Two days after 
his disappearance, a severe storm occurred, and it was 
not till two years later; when they received a letter from 


Rangoon, that his sisters dreamed their brother Ira was 
stil! alive. | 


By the irony of fate, Geer’s service in the United 
States navy did not occur till after the Civil War, 
though he was with Farragut when the latter made 
his famous European voyage soon after, and he is not 
entitled to the pension which would be such a comfort 
to him now. His only means of support are the ham- 
mocks and mats which he makes and sells to the occa- 
sional visitors who come to his cafion. These ham- 
mocks he makes of seine twine. The door mats are 
made from jute in an intricate pattern. Geer learned to 
make them once upon a long voyage, little dreaming 
that they would eventually become one of his sole 
means of livelihood.

The Englishman eats his food iike the ruminant he 
is. He has the ruminating lock of the cattle in the 
pasture. At his own dinner table conversation is dis- 
couraged. The taking in of fodder is to be taken seri- 
| ously. 

Among rigid thinkers—sectarians—the pleasures of 
the palate are sinful. When Walter Scott as a boy ex- 
claimed: “Oh, how good the soup is!" his severe Scotch 
father had a pint of cold water added to it to render 
it tasteless. So often at a hotel dinner table—espe- 
cially in the provinces—one only hears the sound of 
moving jaws, chewing the cud in chorus. : 

The sex of children, said Prof. Schenk, of Vienna, 
could be predetermined by the mothers taking saccha- 
rine (sugar) for girls and albuminous products (egg 
white) for boys. It sounds as if he had been reading 
the old English rhyme about “Sugar and spice, and all 
that’s nice.” 

Whether this theory be true or not, it is peculiar 
what a similar look people wear when one watches 
hem in the mornings, in tube or omnibus, on their way 
to business. 


Eggs-and-Baoon Look. 


Such a forbidding, touch-me-not, don’t-speak-to-me- 
or-I-shall-punch-your-head, world-hating kind of look. 
It is what one might classify as an eggs-and-bacon 
face. 

Albumen (of the egg) comes from the same root— 
albus, white—as does Albion, and may account for 
much of that unsociability which Englishmen display. 
To use another eggy expression, they do not coagulate. 
Egging people on is another expression of this egg- 
ferocity. 

That useful, much-maligned, but selfish animal, the 
piz, whose flitch also ministers to this eggs-and-bacon 
attitude, has also something to do with the morning 
language of grunts—“Eh!” “Ah!” “Oh!” “Hum!” 
“Ha!”"—which the Englishman brings forth with a 
confused rumble after his eggs-and-bacon ritual. 

He calls it breaking his fast. He is all rough edges 
in the morning. You can see he has broken some- 
thing. 
_ There is a good deal of the pig in the Englishman's 
morning behavior, although this attitude does not 
stick to him all day, as it does to the German. 


Respect for the Pig. 


Notice the similarity of the words ham and home. 
They are both of Anglo-Saxon origin; indeed, the An- 
glo-Saxons were much grosser feeders than their con- 
querors, the Normans. 

In support of this, it is curious to note how our foods 
in the raw state—on the hoof, one might say—are called 
from Anglo-Saxon words—pig, bull, calf, sheep, hen. 
The Normans, who were dainty feeders, and understood 
the arts, transformed these words and things by cook- 
ery into beef, pork, veal, mutton, poultry (boeuf, porc, 
vyeau, mouton, poulet.) 

The word larder also derives from His Lardship, the 
hog. Englishmen with a certain respect for his quali- 
‘ties rarely apostrophize each other by the name of pigs, 
the word swine and swine-dog being far more com- 
mon to Germany: while in France, as Yvette Guilbert 
Says, every man has in his heart a little cochon. 


Porcine Virtues. 


The English character is not piggish. Even the road 
hog is an innovation of French chauffeurs, introduced 
with the advent of motoring. Still the pig is not as 
bad as he is painted. 

“All his habits are gross, all his appetites are im- 
pure,” say his detractors; yet in fact, says gastronomic 
Mr. Ellwanger, he is no more unclean than most do- 
mestic beasts, any lapses in this respect being due to 
man and the evil communications he has been subjected 
to under domestication. The wild hog is proverbially 
cleanly, and is almost exclusively a vegetarian. 

“In this animal,” says Beauvilliers, “there is almost 
nothing to cast aside. Where would be the time-hon- 
ored ham sandwich that is used to plate our tronclads 
with? Where the homely saveloy, the trotters. the 


porker floats all around us. We brush our hair with 
his bristles, our ‘jockeys ride the pigskin to victory, 
our painters use his brushes on their canvas.” 
“Gilding fades fast, pigskin will last,” said the little 
toy soldier in Hans Andersen’s fairy tale. There is 
not a restaurant in London on whose fashionable steps 
you cannot find Master Piggy, in ample shirt front, 
toothpick chewing, in striking resemblance of his 
brother inside, the majestic boar’s head, with a sprig of 
parsley in his snout.

Rose Troubles. 


PHIS or green flies are the little sucking insects 

that attack the new soft wood. They are usually 
kept in check where the plants are sprinkled daily with 
a strong stream of water. If this cannot oe done, re- 
move as many as possible when they first appear and 
sprinkle the plants well with tobacco water in which a 
little whale-oil soap has been dissolved. They multiply 
with wonderful rapidity so it may be necessary to re- 
peat the treatment two or three times.

In many northern coun- 
ties the mud is positively as bad as may be found any- 
where on earth and as good roads in winter are there 


dependent upon sunshine it were folly to plant ever- 


green trees. Even in these sections it would seem pos- 
sible to use evergreens on streets running north and 
south for the sun could certainly shine on the middle 


of the road during part of the day. Streets running 
crosswise to these would be shaded by the trees on 
the south side and these could be of deciduous sorts. 


After a careful study of the whole matter one must cer- 
tainly feel favored who lives in the sunshine and semi- 
tropical luxuriance of Southern California. 

The Tulip Tree. 

TT#XNTiON has often been called to the beauty or 

the tulip tree or. “yellow poplar” (Liriodendron tu- 
lipa) and its suitability for street planting where a de- 
ciduous tree is desired. On Monterey Rokd in South 
Pasadena stand two really impressive-looking tulips 
that in beauty will rival our very best trees. This 
beautiful flowering tree is native only to the eastern 
half of our country. % 

The mature, forest-grown yellow poplar, or tulip tree, 
has a long, straight, cylindrical bole, clear of branches 
for at least two-thirds of its length surmounted by a 
short, open, irregular crown. When growing in the 
open the tree maintains a straight stem, but the crown 
extends almost to the ground and is of conical - hape. 

Yellow poplar ordinarily grows to a height of from 
100 to 125 feet, with a diameter of from three to six

Cottonwoods for Streets. 


HE cottonwood appears to be peculiarly fitted to. 


the use of the residents in the so-called desert por- 
tions of our State. No tree thrives under a greater 
heat and none are more easily propagated. In rapidity 
of growth they will bear a favorable comparison with 
any deciduous tree. They grow readily from cuttings 
of any size whether an inch or a foot in diameter. 
Por hard climatic conditions where our better sorts of 
trees will not grow the cottonwood has been proven of 
great value. 

The world is full of cottonwoods and poplars (mem- 
bers of the genus Populus) and they are everywhere 


are hundreds of streets lined with the Carolina pop- 
lar and hundreds of miles of country roadsides planted 
to the Lombaréy poplar. Even in Southern California 
may be found, principally in the lowlands, many wind- 
breaks and highway plantings of this columnar tree. 


Im our section of California we have two species, one 


(Populus Fremonti) grows along the upper Los An- 
geles River, and the other (P. trichocarpa) inhabits 
all our foothill cafions. Both have been used for street 
trees in many parts of our great State. 


Deciduous Street Trees.

Trees 
have been found 190 feet tall and ten feet in diameter. 
- Yellow poplar is distributed sparingly through Jovth- 
ern New England and New York; it is more plentiful 
on the southern shore of Lake Erie and westward 
through Northern Indiana and Illinois. It extends 
southward into Alabama and the other Gulf States as 
far as Northern Florida. West of the Mississippi it is 
rare, except in northeastern Arkansas and southeastern 
Missouri. It is most abundant and of largest size in the 
south central part of its range, especially in Tennessee, 
Kentucky, and the western Carolinas, and in he oasin 
of the Ohio River and its tributaries. It is character- 
istic of the distribution of yellow poplar that it is scat- 
tered by single trees or in groups throughout the for- 
est, and is rarely the predominant tree except in the 
South, under especially favorable conditions. It !s com- 


_monly associated with chestnut, the oaks, alnuts, 
to be found in use by man. In the Eastern States there | 4 x 


hickories, maples, black cherry, locust and beech, and 
is occasionally found with hemTock and white pine. 

The Box Elder for Street. 

HE box elder (Acer Negundo) is a small tree, often 

characterized by a crooked stem which divides at 
a short distance from the ground into several stout, 
widespreading branches, forming a large, round crown. 
In dense stands a single upright trunk is produced, al- 
though the clear length is usually short, and perfectly 
Sstraight,stems are rare. The average height attained 
by box elder is from forty to sixty feet, with a diameter 
of from one to two feet. 


The box elder is among the most widely distributed 
of American trees. East of the Appalachian Range it 
is found in small numbers from Vermont and Ontario 
to Florida; it is more abundant from Manitoba and the 
Allegheny Mountains to the foothills of the Rockies, 
extending southward to Western Texas and Arizona. In 
California it becomes somewhat larger and differs suf-

TIME TO ASK THE QUESTION: Is YOUR 
STOCK IN SHOW CONDITION ? 


By Henry W. Kruckeberg.

thought and practice in an- enlightened poultry culture may find @ 
stealthy expression in these columna. 
UCH has already been said in this department by 
word of caution on the importance of poultry ex- 
: hibitors getting their birds in show condition. The 
subject is again referred to from the fact that Decem- 
ber and January are essentially the show season on the 
Pacific Coast, when the advanced breeder and fancier 
maps out his campaign for the selling of eggs and 
breeding stock for the ensuing season. To all who are 
going to enter the exhibition room with strings of 
birds, the query, “Is your stock in show condition” is 
indeed pertinent and timely. To all such, whether 
novice or veteran at the game, we commend the fol- 
lowing timely suggestion from H. 8S. Babcock who has 
been at the game for over forty years: 
One of the first things to be done in preparing an ex- 
hibition bird is. to examine for disqualifications. Next 
look out for weight, for weight counts. Wonders can 


be done in adding to the weight of the birds in a short

time. We once put a cockerel into a show at five and 
one-half pounds, and two weeks later put him into an- 
other show at seven pounds. This is the way we did 
it: We put him into a section coop—intended for three 
pairs of birds, fed him liberally on corn, lean beef, and 
an occasional boiled egg. For drink he had sweet milk 
sweetened with a liberal quantity of sugar. The way 
that bird rounded out was simply marvelous. We don’t 
want our birds too fat, but a young bird seldom gets 
too fat. Then, clean up the birds. If the birds are 
white they should be washed just prior to the exhibi- 
tion, carefully dried before a fire and kept on clean, 
white straw. In the rinsing water a very little bluing 
may be put, but be careful not to overdo the bluing. 
The first white birds we ever washed were White Javas. 
When they were dried we had the only blue Javas on 
record. We didn’t show them but showed some others 
in their place. A very little blue in the water seems 
to kill the yellow tinge and make the birds look very 
white. To clean colored birds put them on clean, white 
sand about two weeks prior to the exhibition. 


“The shanks and toes of all birds should be carefully 


washed with soap and water, rinsed free from all soap. 
Then take a bottle about half full of sweet oil and add 


to it an equal quantity of alcohol. Shake well. Slightly 


moisten a cloth with this mixture and wipe the shanks 
and toes. The comb and wattles and ear lobes, if red, 
can be sponged with this mixture just before tne juag- 


ing. But never leave much of this oil upon any part, 


because if this is done, dirt will stick and the last 
stage of the bird will be worse than the first. 

The color of legs and toes and of white plumage is 
improved by keeping the birds in a very dim light. 
They must not be kept too long in such light because 
they will grow pale in comb and wattles. 

And finally the birds should be accustomed to the ex- 
hibition coop to make them show well. A liftle train- 
ing will lead them to assume a commanding and at- 
tractive posture and will score all the better for it.

and then properly fatted. 
Monotony of Poultry Exhibitions. 


For the past twenty-five years, the writer has been 
a reasonably attentive attendant to poultry shows; 
during all that period there has never been a year 
when he has not been in attendance upon at least two 
or three web and feather functions. And further, dur- 
ing all that period, one show has practically been a 
duplicate of its predecessor. Possibly this sameness 
may in a measure account for the want of public in- 
terest in many shows. The gate receipts are often 
distressingly small compared to effort and money ex- 


| pended in their getting up. We can remember that 


in the earlier days, the poultry show was quite a fea- 
ture, which attracted crowds. Can it be that public 
curiosity has become satisfied, or has the sameness of 
these affairs palled upon the public? 


If an opinion may be ventured, the entertaining and 
educational features of the average poultry show have 
not advanced a single step during the past twenty-five 
years. When standard-bred poultry was in its infancy 


as a recognized industry, there was some curiosity on | 


the part of the public to see the aristocrats on dress 
parade at the animal exhibitions; but that appeal has 
become somewhat satisfied by the general distribution 
of standard breeds and varieties to nearly every poultry 
plant in the country. When beautiful and little-known 
varieties and breeds cease to be novelties, interest 
wanes and must be kept up in some other way. Just 
how this is to be accomplished is indeed a problem. 
Some have advocated lectures, judging demonstrations, 
talks along educational lines, etc., but to a mixed audi- 
ence, this is not always interesting. Surely here is an 
opportunity for the breeder and fancier with the genius 
of a Barnum to develop a new type of poultry show 
that shall excite public interest and so augment the 
gate receipts. Have we such a one in Los Angeles? 
If so, let’s give him the opportunity of his life to do 
the poultry industry at large a real service. 


Nomenclature and Classification. ee 
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Every once in a while some correspondent writes as 
to the classification of poultry at fairs and _ exhibi- 
tions. We admit that on some grounds the present sys- 
tem does not commend itself to our sense of values; it 
has, however, become so strongly intrenched that we 
feel quite sure that it will stand. The term “poultry” 
often covers a wider meaning than the term “chickens,” 
but the classification we are considering refers alone to 
the latter. Basej on economic grounds alone the divi- 
sions would be the egg breeds, the meat breeds, the 
meat and egg breeds, and fancy fowl. But under the 
present system these are secondary. 


If we consult the American Standard, we learn that 
there are eleven classes and 104 varieties. In the 


American class there are six breeds and seventeen va- — 


rieties: besides these, there are the Asiatics, the Med- 
iterranean, the English, the Hamburgs, the French, 


| ete., each taking its name from the fact that these par- 


ticular breeds and varieties predominate in the coun- 
tries and regions in which they ‘prevail, from which, 
however, they did not originate, as the wild ancestry 
of the domestic fowl is presumed by most naturalists to 
be native of Indian. A classification more clearly defin- 
ing the economic values of breeds and varieties has 
often been advised, but like many other things that 
custom has brought into general use, it is destined to 
prevail. To people who are uninformed, we can only 
suggest the reading of the Standard of Perfection, and 
they will soon understand what is meant by “classes,” 
“breeds” and “varieties,” when consulting the literature 
of State and county fairs and that of a well regulated

Hens’ Good Memory. 


If the average man were asked if hens had any mem- 
ory, he would probably say “No,” but he would be 
wrong, according to the experiments of two German 
scientists. The plan they adopted was to gum twenty 


grains of rice on a piece of cardboard and between them 


place ten grains of loose corn. At first the hens, of 
course, pecked at both rice and corn, but very soon they 
learned to leave the rice alone, thus very clearly show- 


| {ng that they remembered that the rice was stuck down. 


A very remarkable point about the experiment was 
that the longer the time between the trials the better 
was the hens’ memory. When the experiments were 
made conservatively it took them six times to learn that 
the rice was not worth touching, but when the experi- 


ments were made at intervals of an hour they learned 
the lesson at the third try, thus showing not only that

A T. SMITH of Morena writes that he is a constant | 


reader of The Times, and asks advice on the fol- 
lowing proposition: 


“IT have purchased an acre and a half of land two 3 


miles from Los Angeles and wish to know how many 
chickens I could keep on one acre without crowding. 
I want to raise as many chickens as I can for the mar- 


ket and also eggs. I intend to grow as much green | 


feed as possible on the one-half acre and buy the grain 
feeds that will be necessary. I would also ask what 
breed of poultry you consider best for my purpose.” 

We take it for granted that our correspondent is 
“playing the birds” for a livelihood, and not as a side 
issue. This implies that he must have numbers on a 
limited area, which.in turn means small yards and in- 
tensive culture—good sanitation and careful manage- 
ment. A fair estimate is to allow for twenty-five to 
thirty square feet per fowl, if confined to yards. Allow- 
ing for alleys, houses etc., it would be possible to run a 
thousand head to an acre of ground. But the smaller 
the space, the greater the care and attention. When 
this is done intelligently, we believe it gives better re- 
sults than free range. The soil should be a sandy 
loam, loose and friable; it should be kept pure and 
clean. 


As to the best breed. If we were going to “play the 
birds” we would bet on eggs rather than carcass. The 
demand for good hen fruit in Los Angeles is always 
healthy, and besides we believe that eggs are the bet- 
ter money makers. For this purpose put in any of the 
Mediterranean class—Leghorns, Minorcas, etc. By go- 
ing for the egg market, you are assured of a steady 
income. The only table fowl we should monkey with

FIELD NOTES. 


The Two White Flies. 7 


OME time ago I remarked upon the fact that the 
white fly infection at Bakersfield differed in its 
manipulations as compared with the infections at 

Marysville and Oroville. The insects at Bakersfield con- 

fined themselves strictly to citrus trees, in. no case being 

found upon other plants, while at the other places the 
flies were found upon at least two dozen different kinds 
of plants. For a while we accounted for the immunity 
of other plants at Bakersfield by the tact that 
the citrus trees there were always in full-growing vigor, 
furnishing succulent food to the insects and. inducing 

In the other in- 

fected districts the citrus trees were not so verdant, 

some of them showing no growth within the year. 
But it has since been shown that this explanation was 


wrong, and that the real difference in the method of 
attack was due to difference in species. The State depu- 


ties in charge of the white-fly work noticed a marked 


divergence in the appearance of the eggs of the Ba-| 


kersfield colony and those of the colonies in the Sacra- 
mento Valley, and also difference in the looks of the 
pupae cases after the adults had emerged. These and 
other pecuuarities led Mr. Carnes and his associates to 
the conviction that two species of citrus white filles ex- 
isted in this State, and Dr. A. W. Morrill has confirmed 
this belief and will soon elaborate the discovery in a 
bulletin. This is all very interesting, but not so im- 
portant as the fact that all these pests seem to have 
been wiped out completely at the three infected points. 
I hope the future will continue to confirm the opinion 
that the white fly is no more, gone, vamoosed. 
‘ 
Farmers’ Education. 


LL will agree with me that when science and prac- 
tice have perfectly fulfilled their part in the scheme. 
of farming, they have yet created no wealth, and will 
not have created it until the products of the lands 
have been disposed of to the profit of the producer and 
the advantage of the consumer. Then why continue to 
promote better husbandry, more abundant and superior 
crops at our farmers’ meetings, and neglect an equally 
essential feature of the farmers’ business—if not its 
only real issue? 7 | 

What then is to be done with a problem so paramount 
in importance and yet so neglected as the proper study 
of selling farm produce? Whence is the material to 
come from which to build a foundation for better un- 
derstanding of these neglected features of farm life? I 
do not know very well, and it may seem presumptuous 
for me to try to evolve a better standard for our pub- 
lic discussions. But I may at least become for the time 
being a signboard and try to point the way. Anybody 
can do that and yet be altogether dumb, and yet the 
hand may point the right course, however unable to 
move toward the destination. 

The course is education. But what form of educa- 
tion? Surely we cannot continue to build the founda- 
tion of a great, paramount and self-sustaining industry 
upon an education that merely brings us congested sup- 
plies of farm products; we cannot build upon that edu- 
cation which concerns itself simply with turning out 
superior crops and greater tonnage. The end is al- 
ready in sight for several fine commodities of California 
which have depended too confidently upon being bidden 
to a profitable market while the producers waited for 
this happy event. Most certainly that form of agricul- 
tural enlightenment that produces high-grade products 
must he increased and accelerated, for its fundamentals 
are as economic to the whole plan as are the basic 
principles of the barter and trade which it so effectu- 
ally supplements. We plead for an agricultural educa- 
tion that will have for its corner stone the idea that the 
farmer must be a factor in the commercial world, and 
not merely a machine to grind out commodities upon 
which some one else can make profits. In the past the 
farmer’s functions have ceased at the door of the ware- 
house or packing-house, or at the gate of the stock pen. 
He is a conservative in the matter of selling his own 
products at least, and has too long been the victim of 
his own inherited or preconceived opinions, 


A Significant Movement. 


MAY be pardoned for using in these columns one 

personal reference to my official work—the first ref- 
erence of this kind that has yet been used in this de- 
partment. It is an appreciation from the Rural Press 
of the efforts now being made in a dozen localities to 
standardize and otherwise improve deciduous fruit pack- 
ing. So far the meetings held for this purpose have 
brought out great numbers of fruit growers and ship- 
pers, and were characterized by a spirit of unity and 
determination which I have never seen in other confer- 
ences. ‘But the crucial test of their value will have 
come before these lines are read, and at the final con- 
ference designed to enforce the shipment of deciduous 
fruits branded honestly to quality, and to prevent the 
marketing of ail unfit fruit. The public should not 
place too much value upon this movement till the final 
test of achievement is applied, and ere this is in fruit 
the whole movement toward the redemption of sour de- 
ciduous fruit industry may have vanished into thin 
air. The Press says: ‘ 

“Due emphasis was placed upon the significance and 
promise of the meetings of fruit growers now being 
held by State Horticultural Commissioner Jeffrey, of 
spoken appreciatively. It is 
the future of California horticulture, 
nose as its chief subject, is 
a rackine bet‘cr fruit and upon 
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opening broader avenues for its distribution. How to 
get growers together in all fruit lines as they now are 
in handling citrus fruits is surely the question of the 
hour. The Vacaville region last week placed itself upon 
record as participating in the Placer county effort and 
supporting its conclusions. What these:conclusions will 
be, will appear at the meeting of growers and shippers, 
‘which will be held in Newcastle on November 22nd, and 
to which we exhort all growers to give attention. Prob- 
ably no better investment could be made by growers 
in other districts, the cost of being made by growers in 
other districts, the cost of being in Newcastle on that 
day, to catch not only the information but the spirit of 
the new movement. All growers, no matter where they 
live and work, will be welcome, for this is a State-wide 
movement—and one of the most important which has 
recently arisen.” 


Close of Fruit Season. 


1TH the heavy rains of this week closes the de- 

ciduous fruit season. It has been a year of whole- 
some prices in certain lines and disappointment in 
others. I gather from the shippers’ reports that the 
cherry, apricot, plum and pear growers have made 
money the past season and that the peach and grape 
srowers have not done well. It has been stated by one 
of onr best authorities that table grapes as a whole 
have not paid the expenses of growing and shipping. In 


fact, the grape business, including wine, table and raisin 


grapes, has reached a very low ebb, and if the situation 
does not improve next year a great many vineyards will 
be taken out. This would not be a misfortune in hun- 


dreds of cases where tokays have been planted on lands 


altogether unsuited—where marketable fruit could not 


be raised under any circumstances—and the vines on 


such lands should be destroyed while yet but little ex- 
pense has been incurred in their growth. 


One of the notable experiences of the past season was 
the persistence of the pear industry. Few growers ex- 
pected five years ago that the season of 1909 would pro- 
duce more pears than the season of 1995. It was pre- 
dicted with good reason therefore, that the blight had 
marked the pear industry for complete destruction. As 
a matter of fact hundreds of orchards were totally de- 
stroyed. But many of the large growers began a sys- 
tematic removal of the blighted portions, gave their or- 
chards better care and their fruit better attention. The 
result was that 2701 carloads of pears were shipped last 
Season, agains 2650 in 1905. I have no statistics upon 
the tonnage of Bartletts that went to the canneries this 
season, but it was in proportion to the total production 
as usual. 

Only 208 carloads of cherries were shipped his year. 
But this amount is only a portion of the crop, as an 
immense tonnage is consumed locally and many carloads 
canned. Cherry growing has been very profitable ev- 
erywhere. Apricots, 332 carloads: peaches, about 2000; 
plums 1763; apples, 1948, and grapes, 3800 complete the 
records for the deciduous fruit output in carload lots 
for the past season. Were it not for the wild promo- 
ters of land, I believe the deciduous-fruit industries of 
the Sacramento and San Joaquin would soon come to a 
natural adjustment with the assistance of better dis- 
tributing facilities. But the prospects for raisins, 
prunes, wine grapes, table grapes and peaches are not 
flattering. I once thought the breaking up of grain 
farms into small fruit farms would be a blessing. Now 
I see it as a curse to some of our industries, as thous- 
ands of acres of these lands have been planted to un- 
suitable crops just to sell the land. If these large tracts 
had been opened up solely on their merits and been sub- 
jected to a natural development only, it would be for 
the general welfare; made the basis for speculation 
only their opening is proving a misfortune in hundreds 
of localities. 


Promotion, or Vitiation? 


HERE is a general awakening in the north upon the 

subject of agricultural land projects. Heretofore, the 
individual or the organization which could glorify Cali- 
fornia lands and products with the loudest breath was 
supposed to be doing the greatest service toward induc- 
ing immigration, and in fact toward the betterment of 
our soil industries. I have referred to this question 
before, yet there is now such a decided tendency in the 
direction of more rational and effective means of build- 
ing up our State that it is worth while to discuss a 
movement that may soon engage the attention of the 
public. 

Prof. E. J. Wickson, editor of the Rural Press, is one 
of the latest and heaviest converts to the new idea of 
promotion. Not that he has ever lent his talents to for- 
warding schemes that would cripple steady progress or 
cause recession in any of our landed industries, for his 
advice has always been helpful and his influence rec- 
tifying. A true friend of progress, he intimates that he 
may have been given too much to glorification and not 
enough to admonition in discussing the various phases 
of farm life in California. Prof. Wickson now thinks 
California promotion has a conscience. He was con- 
verted to this belief by the last meeting of the Counties 
Committee of the California Promotion Committee, held 
: In an editorial recently he says: 

“We reached this conviction in this way. It was our 
good fortune to be invited to take part in a general 
rally of county promoters. The whole day and evening 
was filled with talk about how great California is, what 
great thinge Californis is doing, and how California is 
doing them. It was a glorious opportunity for ardent 
atmosphere, but was it thus employed? Just there 
comes in the surprise which we are counting upon to 
enliven the dullness which we are trying to escape. The

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Propagation by Cutting 
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Propagation by Cuttings. 


CUTTING for propagation is an entirely detached | 


portion of a plant, usually a shoot or part of a 

shoot, furnished with buds and leaves. When 
properly selected, duly prepared and placed under favor- 
able conditions, the cutting forms a callus, which resem- 
bles in some respects a wart on the human hand. From 
this callus roots will be emitted and thus an individual 
plant is formed, which may again be increased to an 


‘extent corresponding to the number of parts eligible 


for cuttings which the plant can afford at once or in 
succession. | 

The cuttings of hardy deciduous trees and shrubs 
should be made after the fall of the leaf, and before 
the sap rises in spring, as the sap is then in a condensed 


. state. As it expands by the increased warmth of spring 


the buds swell and the sap is returned to form callosi- 
ties, and the more readily if placed in soil that is moist 
and warm. The worst time for taking the cuttings of 
this description is when the sap is in full flow, and 
when the leaves from the buds formed in the previous 


- gummer are just expanding. At this period they evap- 


orate the moisture contained in the leaves with great 
rapidity, and at the same time return organized tissue 
but slowly, so that before enough of it to produce roots 
is accumulated the cutting is exhausted. As a general 
rule, cuttings should be taken off either when the plant 
is in a dormant state or when it is active and has made 
a new shoot, with leaves so far matured as to be in the 
act of forming an abundance of woody tissue. 


Cuttings of gooseberry, currant and some other kinds 
of plants emit roots not only from the callus at the 
lower end of the cutting, but also along the sides. In 
these and other kinds of cuttings from deciduous trees, 
the buds on the underground part must be cut, picked or 
rubbed off, otherwise they will sooner or later push 
into shoots, and produce an inconvenient number of 
suckers. It may be observed that in the gooseberry 
and currant the leaves have chiefly performed their 
office when the fruit has ripened, and as this occurs 
early in the season, cuttings made at this time and 
planted in warm, moist soil will form roots before the 


winter, and will consequently be ready for vigorous 


| early in the ensuing season, and before cuttings 
the same sort inserted in spring could have formed 
root; thus the cuttings made early in the au- 
will be nearly a year in advance of those planted 
spring. These illustrations are quoted as familiar 
ples of what may be observed and taken advantage 
in regard to the propagation of other plants. 


In such cases the leaves must be taken off, other-

the under part of the swelling; the cutting is then in- 
serted in the soi] to the proper depth, the top having 
been previously shortened to a few buds above the joint 
corresponding to the surface. The cutting is left until 
the autumn, and then removed to its proper quarter.—

Ginseng Culture. 


¥ advice to those thinking of venturing in ginseng 
culture is to go slow, and not expect too great re- 
turns.

A Revolutionary Theory. 


V ITALITY, Fasting, and Nutrition,” is the title of 


a big book of over six hundred pages, by Here- 
ward Carrington, in which he advances the novel 
and revolutionary theory that heat and energy in the 
human body are not produced by food at all, but are 
acquired from some outside magnetic source, during 
sleep, food being only necessary to repair waste. 
(Published by Rebman Co., 1123 Broadway, New York.) 
Mr. Carrington is quite a young man—not yet thirty 
years of age. He was at one time assistant in Minne- 
apolis to Dr. Linda Burfield Hazzard (now of Seattle,) 
who makes a specialty of fasting for the cure of dis- 
ease. Of late years he has been somewhat prominent 
as a member of the Society for Psychical Research. 
It was said above that this theory is novel. Not al- 
together so. It is hinted at by Dr. Robert Walter of 
Pennsylvania in his book, “The Exact Science — of 
Health,” reviewed here several years ago. It is also 
entertained by Dr. A. Rabagliati of Bradford, Eng., 
whose book “Air, Food and Water,” has been reviewed 


in these columns. Dr. Rabagliati acknowledges that he 


got from Carrington the ideas he propounds in a later 
book, “The Functions of Food in the Body.” Rabagliati 
contributes an introduction of twenty-seven pages to 
Carrington’s book. 

It is, however, to the late Dr. Edward H. Dewey 
that we must look for the plainest- statement of this 
theory. Dr. Dewey’s works are based on this belief: 

“The brain is the source of every energy, and it never 
wastes either in sickness or starvation. It maintains 
its weight in the absence of food or in sickness by its 
powers to absorb the body as predigested food. Hence 
it is a self-feeding organ in time of need; it is the 
dynamo of the human plant, with the stomach as one 
of the important machines. Its lost powers are re- 
gained from rest and sleep, and not from food; if this 
were not true we should be able to get lost strength 
back by going to the dining-room and not to the bed- 
room. Our sole need of food is to maintain the weight 
of the body, and not to give strength, and it can only 
do this at a considerable loss of general strength while 
digestion goes on, since the machine—the stomach— 
cannot be run without brain power. The power to la- 
bor through the day comes from the sleep at night, 
not food eaten.” 

Carrington undoubtedly got his ideas mainly from 
‘this teaching of Dr. Dewey. 


While it is undoubtedly true that a vast majority of 


civilized people eat too much, and so harm themselves, 
on the other hand, Carrington goes altogether too far 
with his theory, as may easily be proved. We exhale 
daily a large amount of carbon. Where does that come 
from? It is true that sleep has a wonderful restoring 
power upon the body. For instance, take the qase of 
a man who, after a hard day’s hunting trip, comes 
home too tired to eat any supper, throws himself upon 
his couch and sleeps soundly for eight or ten hours. 
He wakes up in the morning refreshed, strong, and vig- 
orous. It may be asked, where did his renewed energy 
come from, since he has not eaten anything from the 
time he went to bed tired and worn out. Well, for 
one thing, the time spent in sleep represents the time 
required to restore the balance of oxygen in the body. 
The body takes in twice as much oxygen at night as 
during the day, and with it acquires fresh mental and 
physical vigor for the next day’s work. It is true that 
_a doze of only a few minutes is greatly refreshing and 
strengthening. This may be attributed to the thor- 
ough relaxation of the body—especially the nerves— 
during sleep. 

Here is one of Carrington’s radical and revolutionary 
statements: 

“T have given this special subject my very closest 
attention and the best of my thoughts for some eight 
years; I have watched dozens and scores of patients 
during their protracted fasts—some of them lasting 
forty, fifty, or more days—I have experimented re- 
peatedly upon myself; I have induced some of my 
friends to experiment upon themselves likewise; I 
think I may claim to have read everything written 
bearing either directly or indirectly upon this question; 
and I can honestly say that, as a result of this work, 
and in spite of, or rather, in consequence of, my ob- 
servations and repeated experiments, not one iota of 


evidence has ever been forthcoming that our energies | 


are in any way dependent upon our food, or that they 
lessen upon its withdrawal; or that the present gener- 
ally accepted theory of the relations of food and energy 
is anything but absurdly and demonstrably untrue; 
that the vital energies so far from being lessened, in- 
variably increase, as the fast progresses (no matter 
what feelings of weakness may seem to indicate;) that 
the mind is never affected by the fast, in any manner 
whatever, or in any other way than beneficially, being 


does not ensue to anything like the extent generally 
supposed—being even then due to other causes than 
the withdrawal of the food—and, if the fast be ter- 
miinated at the return of natural hunger, the reduction 


heroes 
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noticed will be only that from a diseased to a normal 
condition and finally that the theory that the vital 
energies—bodily and mental—are completely prostrated 
and dissipated in consequence of the withdrawal of food 
is a pure myth, existent only in the minds of those per- 
sons who think that this must be the ease (aad, indeed, 
it must be if the theory held today is correct,) but hav- 
ing no foundation whatever in actual fact.” 


The author goes on to declare that when, in the ab- 
sence of food, we feel weak our senses deceive us, that 
it is not really a loss of energy, but that we have sud- 
denly withdrawn a regular and customary stimulant, 
and that the withdrawal of all stimulants will have 
precisely this effect. He declares further that “the 
omission of any one meal, or any number of meals, 
merely adds to the body’s general siore of vitality just 
as much energy. as would necessarily be expended in 
digesting, assimilating, and eliminating that meal, or 
series of meals.” 

Otto Carqué contributes. to the Care of the Body the 
following comment on Carrington’s theory: 

“Mr. Carrington’s idea of the causation of vital energy 
is superficial and.incomplete and shows lack of knowl- 
edge of physiological chemistry. He says that food has 
but one function in the human economy—the replace- 
ment of tissue—and that it supplies no heat and no 
energy whatever. “The replacement of tissue is its sole 
and only function.’ If this statement were true, man 
would need only one or two ounces of protein daily. 
Has the author ever made this experiment—living, for 
instance, on the white of about half a dozen eggs daily 
for several weeks? He would soon find out the in- 


jurious results of such a diet. 


“Carrington is evidently ignortant of the importance 
of the different food elements in the performance of 
the physiological functions of the body. The taking 
up of oxygen requires the presence of iron, calcium and 
sulphur in the blood corpuscles. The reduction of the 
oxidized products requires the presence of sodium and 
potassium. Protein contains none of these elements, 
with exception of sulphur. A lack of sodium and iron 
in our food would cause disease and death much sooner 
than starvation. 

“Here is another wrong statement of the author: 
‘All exercise breaks down tissue .. . the greater 
the amount of exercise taken, the greater must be the 
amount of food eaten to replace the waste of tissue.’ 
The fact is, as proven by many experiments, that the 
body hardly consumes any more protein during heavy 
exercise than when at rest and that carbohydrates are 
the principal source of muscular energy. The latter 
ean, however, also be furnished by proteids, as these 
contain on an average 50 per cent. carbon and 7 per 
cent. hydrogen. 

“The view that proteid is the exclusive working mate- 
rial of muscle is more precisely controverted by a se- 
ries of careful experiments on metabolism. These 
show that the excretion of nitrogen during twenty-four 
hours of extreme labor is as great as, or but 
little more than, the quantity excreted during rest. 
On the other hand, the excretion of carbonic acid and 
the absorption of oxygen is much increased on days 
of work, and that therefore during muscular work non- 
nitrogenous food is chiefly consumed. | 

“It is therefore obvious that all muscular work is 
chiefly done by the non-nitrogenous food constituents 
which are stored up in the liver and muscular tissues 
as ‘glycogen,’ a pure carbohydrate. Glycogen is formed 
from the sugar and starch in foods, but it may also 
be derived from protein, as in the case of carnivorous 
animals. 

“The fact that most people gain strength during the 
first period of a fast only proves the fact that the aver- 
age ‘civilized man’ is constantly overeating. We do not 
live on what we eat, but on what we digest and assimi- 
late. A man may starve to death on three ‘square’ 
meals a day. You can extinguish a coal of fire by con- 
stantly putting fuel on top of the flames. Furthermore, 
the author draws a line between fasting and starving. 
Where does the one end and the other begin? He fails 
to give a satisfactory answer. His answers are merely 
words. 

“Fasting is beneficial in all cases where there is a tea- 
dency to overeat and to accumulate surplus tissue, Dut 
to make fasting a panacea for all diseases and for the 
restoration of lasting health is a one-sided idea. For 


‘instance, if the system is deficient in iron, sodium or 


lime, as is generally the case, in anemic conditions; no 


amount of fasting will bring relief, while a judiciously- — 


selected fruit and vegetable diet will soon restore health. 

“Heat, vital energy and the replacement of worn-out 
tissue are not the only purposes for which we eat food. 
Far more important is the supply of the necessary ele- 
ments for oxidation and purification of the blood, for 
the proper combination of digestive juices, for the aary 
intricate chemical processes of the liver, spleen and kid- 
neys, on which the continuation of vital force depends.” 

Less than one-fourth of the book is devoted to this 
subject of the source of vitality, the rest of the volume 
being taken up with a detailed and exhaustive treatise 
upon the benefits of fasting in the cure of disease, with 
citations of a number of cases. A review of this part 
of the book will be published later on.

Conable had many thousands of friends throughout 
the United States who had become acquainted 
with him through his little magazine, the Pathfinder, 
which he published for years in Arkansas, and contin- 
ued for some time after removing to Los Angeles. It 
was never a profitable venture, for like most reform- 
ers he was unpractical. During his residence in Los 
Angeles, he moved around to a number of different 


places, and finally, two years ago, with the financial aid 


of a Los Angeles friend, he purchased a tract of land 
at Jamacha, about twenty miles from San Diego, and 
eight miles from a railroad, where he endeavored to 
establish a sanatorium, but it proved a dismal failure, 
and left him considerabiy in debt, which greatly worried 
and depressed him. Early this year he was already sick 
when he went to Colorade Springs. Thence he moved 
to Seattle, expecting to associate himself with the men- 
tal-science movement at Bryn Mawr, a suburb of Bos- 
ton, but it proved impracticable. 

Conable was the author of several little books, one, 
“The Book of the New Century—Factors in the Process 
of Human Development” was reviewed here about four 
years ago, and was highly praised, as it deserved to be. 
His latest booklet, published about a year ago, was “So- 
lution of the Sex Problem.” As stated in the review of 
this book in the Care of the Body, while the premise 
was all right, the “solution” was not satisfactory. Con- 
able was ill-fitted by nature to solve the sex problem. 


Conable was a man of high ideals, but, as stated, he . 


was unpractical, and inclined to go to extremes. In 
one of his books he wrote: “The man who dies has 


demonstrated the fact that he is no longer fit to live.” 


A few years ago, in Los Angeles, Conable married a 
woman much younger than himself—a bright, intelli- 
gent woman, who was thoroughiy at one with him in 
regard to their mode of life, and an earnest investiga- 
tor of dietetic questions.

This is good as far as it goes, but, as previously stated 
here, all this talk about “stamping out” consumption, 
and other diseases, is vain. If it were possible to “stamp 
out” every case of consumption in the United States to- 
day, within six months there would be thousands of 
fresh cases developed from wrong living, especially 
wrong eating, and the breathing of foul air. 


Dr. S. A. Knopf, urging the New York authorities to 
allow half a million dollars more for the prevention 
and cure of tuberculosis, said that a single patient could 
spread 7,000,000,000 tuberculosis germs in twenty-four 
hours. It would be a conservative estimate to say that 
there are 2000 consumptives in Los Angeles. Therefore, 
according to Dr. Knopf, they are able to spread 14,000,- 
000 ,000,000—count ‘em, fourteen thousand billion—germs 
in twenty-four hours. Now, just sit down and think for 
a moment what possible chance of escape any of us 
would have if consumption was really “contagious,” 
and if these germs were only one-thousandth part as 
dangerous as most of the doctors would have us believe. 

If one-tenth of the money now being wasted in vain 
attempts to “stamp out” consumption were expended in 
teaching people how to live right—especially how to eat 
right—they would accomplish vastly more good. In 
order to do this, however, it would first be necessary 
for the medical men themselves to learn the truth about 
diet, in regard to which a great majority of them are 
now so lamentably ignorant. How should they know, 
however, for until recently no attempt has been made 


to teach them these important facts in college, and they 


rarely study them after they leave college. 

An interesting and valuable paper prepared by Dr. 
J. H. Kellogg of Battle Creek, was read at the recent 
Tuberculosis Congress. It was recently republished in 
two numbers of Good Health. In this Dr. Kellogg made 
a plea for the low proteid diet im consumption. If his

Mr. Rogers enters into-.a long explanation of his in- 
dictment, but it is an explanation taat doesn’t explain. 
it exhibits, indeed, in almost every paragraph,~and to 
an appalling degree, that bustling and cock-sure igno- 
rance which marks the true professor. He is intensely 
eager to fit every fact and quasi-fact in his possession 
into a pigeon-hole, and to found a broad generalization 
upon it. The result is a lot of empty noise. From the 
fact that an unknown reporter of some newspaper (the 
name of neither is given,) was once ordered to “shadow” 
a& millionaire, he deduces the general proposition that 
“as long as news is obtained, no one bothers about the 
questionable means used to get it.” 
Americans like to read about the doings of rich and 
foolish folk, he achieves the generalization that “for- 
eign and home politics are neglected."” And from the 
fact that many American newspapers have seen fit to 
expose grafters and hypocrites, he arrives at the propo- 
sition that “our papers. oppose and attack our 
political and social. institutions.” Here we have three 
deliberate and solemn statements, not one of which is 
true. It is not true that newspapers make a habit of 
getting news by dirty means; it is not true that théy 
reglect politics; and it is not true that they are anar- 
chistic enemies of orderly government. These accusa- 
ticns are not only not just, but also not justifiable. 
‘They are, in a word, gratuitous and puerile falsehoods. 

it is useless to pile up examples of Mr. Rogers's igno- 
rance, credulousness and bumptious vapidity. His ac- 
quaintance with journalism, it is patent, is hopelessly 
fragmentary and unauthentic. He has read the books 
written by blow-hard reporters—such as Julian Ralph— 
te make the common people marvel, and he takes thetr 
Munchausen fictions for facts. As a result, the jour- 
nalist that arrives in his mind’s eye is a compound of 
Sherlock Holmes, Bernard Shaw and Peck’s Bad Boy— 
a loud, noisy, cynical fellow who sits at desk, corn-cob 
pipe in mouth, manufacturing romances to fool the 
public. 

Believe me, O gentle reader, the journalist is not a 
separate and exaggerated species of criminal, but a quite

normal man, with a very real sense of his responsibili- 
ties. He is constantly in touch with the public, and in 
tne end this gives him, if he has any individuality, a 
sort of double point of view. One of these points of 
view is that of the detached spectator, the philosopher, 
the looker-on in Vienna. The other is that of the public 
itself. He feels his kinship with that public; he learns 
to think, almost automatically, as it thinks. He sym- 
pathizes with it in its aspirations; he learns to sense its 
needs. Through him the inarticulate crowd becomes 
vocal; in .im tue peopie, high and low, find their leader; 
ne is by the very nature of things, vox populi. To call 
him a prophet of evil is. to’argue that he himself has 
no conscience whatever, and that the public he leads is 
entirely devoid of intelligence. That this combination, 
at rare times, may be encountered, I by no means deny, 
but that it is, in any sense, usual or typical, I deny 
most strenuously. The average newspaper man, indeed, 
always has some ideal hidden away in him, after the 
fashion of every other decent, educated man. That 
ideal may be a false ome, now afd then, but nine times 
out of ten, it is at least an honest one. He tends toward 
the right, not only because it pays, but chiefly because 
i‘ is the habit of civilized men to do so, and because he 
always has, at the bottom of him, a sincere love and re- 
spect for his trade. 


All this, no doubt, will be news to Mr. Rogers. It 
will astonish and amuse him to hear that newspaper 
men, like college professors, have self-respect; just as it 
will astound him to hear that, in ninety-nine newspaper 
offices out of a hundred, more energy is expended upon 
verifying news than upon any other thing. Because, the 
first report of a great accident is sometimes given to 
the public in an extra edition with some of the facts 
wrong, he assumes that these errors are delfoerate. or, 
ac least, avoidable. This assumption is alone sufficient 
to prove his ignorance of practical newspaper conditions, 
and his unfitness to write books about journalism. Had 
he ever enjoyed actual acquaintance with a newspaper 
office, hé would know that the first news of great scci- 
derts commonly comes from ¢f.range quarters, and 
along unaccustomed channels, and that its complete 
verification would consume an enormous lot of .‘me— 
time which the public refuses to yield, for it war‘s its 
news at once. 


When an express train goes through a bridge in Jian- 
iioba, the New York newspapers seldom hate re»orters 
waiting on the river bank. They must accept ai iis 
face value the first bulletin that comes east—the hasty 
and inaccurate impression, perhaps, of some battered 
trainman, untrained to accurate observation’ and half 
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scared to death. Contemplating the dead, he will see 
a hundred corpses wnere there were only twenty—and 
so the newspapers of New York will be led into an error. 
But how Is that error to be avoided? Will the public 
© Wait in patience until reporters can be got to Manitoba? 
Does it want last weeks news the week after next? A 
recent judicial decision provides the answer. The New 
York Worla was sued for a libel contained in such a 
first bulletin, and the judge ordered the jury to bring in 
a verdict for the defense. In all such cases, said he, it 
was sufficient if a newspaper did its best, for the public 
would not tolerate the delays necessary to minute veri- 
fication. 


Mr. Rogers thinks even less of newspaper proprietors 
than of newspaper reporters. As he describes them, 
they are a lot of predatory scoundrels, who use their 
papers in a manner little to be differentiated from that 
of the blackmailer. With the advertiser they have an 
open agreement, whereby the latter gives up his money 
in return for the privilege of coloring news and dis- 
torting editorial opinion to suit his purposes. This no- 
tion that all newspapers are the abject slaves of their 
advertisers is one that seems to be common among out- 
side “experts,’’ for it crops up in all scolastic discus- 
sions of journalism. That advertisers have considerable 
influence in newspaper offices is certainly true enough, 
just as you have influence with your landlord, but that 
that influence .s complete, or damaging to the public, is 
seldom true. Has Mr. Rogers never heard of the case 
of the New York Herald versus Nathan Straus and Macy 
& Co.? Or that of Hochschild, Kohn & Co: versus the 
Baltimore News? Or that of the York (Pa.) Daily ver- 
sus the one-horse merchants of that disgusting little 
town? Certainly, if he has, he must know that there 
are well-defined limits to the influence of advertisers, 
and that when any effort is made to overstep them, the 
result is always disastrous to the invader. 

But he has made no effort to learn such things. He 
has been content to accept isolated exceptions as proofs 
of general rules; he has started out with an a priori 


ence in dynatic counsels; his have been the last words 
which have settled many a royal controversy. Educated 
in law, letters, miiitary science and world diplomacy, 
the venerable ruler of Austria-Hungary joins with the 
Hapsburg theory of “Divine right” an eminent fitness 
to rule, 

Beginning with Maria Theresa and her sons and suc- 
cessors, the author has constructed a. very complete 
narrative of the Hapsburgs 
years to a near date, touching upon events and eventu- 
alities in a masterly manner. 
Servian imbroglio the author makes pointed reference 
to the rapproachment of Vienna and Berlin and the 
dream of Schwarzenburg. The book is a distinct addi- 
tion to the historic literature of the year, is as readable 
as a novel and as instructive as a text-book. No library 
should be without it.

Francis Joseph. 
LIFE AND TIMES OF THE RULER OF 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 
T HE author was formerly British Ambassador to

the Emperor of Austria, and during many years 

was brought in close touch with the imperial 
family and the peculiar vicissitudes which have been the 
fate of the dual monarchy and the House of Hapsburg. 
The author’s keen comprehension of political motives 
and his trenchant style strongly remind the reader of 
that distinguished ancestor, Sir George Rumbold, 
Bart., who in 1804, while the British resident at Ham- 
burg, was seized by orders of the French government 
and carried a prisoner to the Temple of Paris. 


No more noble or fascinating subject for writer or 
reader can be found than the life history of Europe’s 
premier monarch. 


The Archduke Francis Joseph was but a stripling 
youth fresh from his baptism of battle on the plain of 
Lombardy when paramount reasons of state on the 2nd 
of December, 1848, called him to the Austrian succession. 
Ruling over an empire comprising many nationalities 
confusing tongues and irreconcilable religions, Francis 
Joseph, during more than sixty years, has sustained the 
fortunes of his house and steered the ship of the com- 
posite state among such rocks and shoals as have never 
confronted another imperial navigator. The Emperor 
at different crises has shown wonderful adaption to un- 
controllable circumstances; he again and again has seen 
the fond hopes and cherished plans of years come to 
naught through mistakes of his kindred or combina- 
tions of his enemies and out of the ashes of disappoint- 
ment has evolved new hopes and greater plans, even as 
flowers in the spring time appear in succession to the 
blights of winter’s storms; he has seen the flag of the 
Hapsburgs trailed in the dust of many defeats, but with | 
remarkable fortitude and a courage amounting to genius | 
he has overcome the unprecedented disasters of his 
reign, preserved the integrity of his ancestral dominions, 
readjusted their governmental system, restored their 
finances, and has entrenched himself, as has no other 
sovereign, in the venerating hearts of his subjects. 

The domestic afflictions of the Hapsburg Kaiser have 
been indeed many and direful; the author treats of 
these most tenderly and in discussing them throws 
many lights upon happenings of dynastic significance. 
Geographically, as well as racially and politi- 
\ cally, the kingdoms which, in course of time, were gath- 
1 ered under the Hapsburg scepter, have a special im- 
‘ portance as dividing Western Europe from the near Ori- 

ent. From the day when the first Rudolph emerged 
from an obscure countship in Swiss Aargan the Haps- | 
burgs have ranked foremost among all earth’s poten-

WRITING A GREAT ENGLISH EPIC. 


HROUGH some intellectual metamorphosis, the 
T modern epic has come to be a literary anachronism, 

and it shows no small amount of bravery on Mr 
Noyes’s part to attempt such an undertaking. The 
courage may be due to the fact that Mr. Noyes’s other 
poems have been taken favorably, and that young art- 
ists deem nothing impossible in artistic expression. In 
his English epic, Mr. Noyes has very nearly succeeded 
in what to most people would seem an impossibility 
He has written a poem which, while not being wholly 
Satisfactory in itself nevertheless contains cdnsiderabie 
force and merit. 


There are in his lines a clean and vigorous feeling of 
youth, of grandeur, of exaltation, and of virile, poetic 
feeling. But unfortunately most of the merit of the 
work is offset by an almost feminine sentimentalism 
If Mr. Noyes were an American this fault would be ex- 
plainable, for we are a nation of incorrigible sentimen- 
talists. Sentiment is rampant in England also, but 
among the artists we have a right to look for a more 
healthy virility. Even if Mr. Noyes had kept his senti- 
mentalism within the limits of his attitude toward the 
poem, it at least would have palliated the young-lady 
aspect of his work. But he not only gazes upon the 
material of his poem through sentimental eyes, but he 
imbues Drake himself with a sentimental nature, which 
is, to say the least, incompatible with the historical 
records of this great and glorious pirate. 


| have no personal quibble with Mr. Noyes on his 
manner of treating history. I ask simply for con- 
sistency. This Mr. Noyes has refused to give me. He 
has paintec a robber in the garb of a minister. He has 
fallen into the old anachronism of applying modern 
mental! attitudes to unmodern characters. Thus, instead 
of having an Elizabethan Drake, we have a twentieth 
century Drake with pantaloons and cutlass. _ 


I would in no way imply that the book should not 
be read. It is full of the color and magnificence of old 
wars: full of tae red wine of antique romance: savor- 
ing occasionally of the fantastic and splendid brutality 
of the age before socialism had made us al] humani- 
tarians, 

He has interspersed his narrative, (which is written 
in blank verse iambic pentameters,) with lyrics, which 
have in them much of the lilt of the sea. Unfortun- 
ately, these occasional lyrics contain the best of Mr. 
Noyes’s poetry. He is primarily a lyrist. and it may be 
for this reason that on the whole his “Drake” lacks 
the reality that makes for conviction. Though it

abounds in passages which are naught but poor prose. 
The effort lacks elementalism; it lacks sex; it lacks bru- 
tality; it lacks robust masculinity—in a word, it is

SEEKING THE SOUTH POLE. 


REMARKABLE EXPERIENCES IN THE AN- 
TARCTIC REGIONS. 


“The Heart of the Antarctic,” by Lieut. E. H. 
Shackleton, is undeniably the most important travel book 
published this season. The book deals, of course, with 
the journey of Lieut. Shackleton and his party in search 
of the South Pole. Quite apart from any popular inter- 
est which may be attracted to the work by the Cook- 
Peary controversy regarding the finding of the North 
Pole. Lieut. Shackleton’s story will have a very deep 
appeal. Purely as a story of adventure, of thrilling es- 
capes from death in the polar regions and of almost 
inconceivable hardships, it would be difficult to find its 
equal, and in addition it contains a wealth of scientific 
matter of importance. Lieut. Shackleton gives an ac- 
. count of the amount of provisions used during the trip 
and on each part of it, and’a record has been kept and 
is published of every detail of observation that could be 
of the slightest importance. To the student of physics, 
meteorology, mineralogy, geography, magnetism, geology 
and naturalism the work will be indispensable. 

The two bulky and well-printed and illustrated. vol- 
ules may be divided roughly into three parts: Lient. 
Shackleton’s account of the main journey and of the 
attempt to reach the South Pole; Prof. David’s narra- 
tive of the successful quest of the South Magnetic Pole; 
and the appendices containing the results of the scien- 
tific observations made by Prof. David, Raymond E 
Priestley, Douglas Mawson, James Murray and Dr. Eric 
Marshall. 

The expedition commenced its long journey on July 
30, 1907, when the Nimrod sailed from London. At 
Cowes the vessel and her crew, together with the ma- 
jority of the land party who were to make the dash for 
the pole, were inspected by King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra. The ship then steamed for New Zealand. 
From Lyttleton, the boat and her crew were towed a 
distance of 1510 miles, in order to save coal. The real 
dash for the pole then commenced, A landing was made 
at Cape Royds, on Ross Island, on February 3, and there 
a winter camp was struck. The landing of stores ani 
equipment occupied about a month.. In the early part 
of March Prof. David, accompanied by two men, started 
out on an expedition which had as its object the climb- 
ing of Mount Erebus. The story of this journey is par- 
ticularly interesting. Some of the photographs are 
especially good. The chief results of the ascension of 
Erebus was the establishing the height of the moun- 
‘tain and the gathering of a mass of data concerning the 
four superimposed craters at its summit. 

The real journey in search of the South Pole com- 
menced on October 29. Lieut. Shackleton soon found 
that the automobile which he had brought with him 
would be of little value, owing to the soft snow, and 
fell back on Manchurian ponies as provision carriers 


After one or two setbacks (owing to bad light and gen- 
eral untavorable conditions) the party of four men 
passed the previous “Furthest South’’ on November 26. 
From this date on Lieut. Shackleton’s story is one of 
perils and almost insurmountable difficulties. Some of 
the party were attacked by snow-blindness, and not the 
least of their hardships was caused by the loss of the 
ponies, which were cut up and used as food. It is fitting 
that this part of the story of Lieut. Shackleton’s attempt 
should be told in the form of a diary. The short, ab- 
rupt notes convey far better than could a carefully-writ- 
ten account the misery of the journey and the wonder- 
ful grit which induced the party to keep up the attempt 
so long. On January 4 the author wrote that the end 
was nearly in sight: that they were short of food and 
could only go on for three more days. On January 8 
it was too cold to write much; 72 deg. of frost. The 
last day of the journey was on January 9, 1909, and the 
party started on cheir return journey. After experi- 
encing hardships which were worse than those on the 
outward trip, owing to the -scarcity of food, Lieut. 
Shackleton and his three companions reached the Nim- 
rod on March 1. 

Yhe Nimrod reached Stewart Island on March 22 on 
the way home to England via New Zealand. “That was 
a wonderful day to us,” writes Prof. David. “For over 
a year we had seen nothing but rocks, ice, snow and sea. 
There had been no color and no softness in the scenery 
of the Antarctic; no green growth had gladdened our 
eyes, no musical notes of birds had come to our ears. 
re No person who has not spent a period of his life 
in those ‘stark and sullen solitudes that sentinel the 
pole’ wii understand fully what trees and flowers, sun- 
flecked turf and running streams mean to the soul of 
man.” Those who read “The Heart of the Antarctic” 
will understand Prof. David’s meaning. The book is a 
remarkable one.

Since Gibson laid aside the pen point for the brush we 
have had no artist who hit off the humors and foibles of 
American life with greater cleverness than James Mont- 
gomery Flagg. The mantle of Gibson, indeed, may be 
said to have fallen on him—or rather, he has seized upon 
it with both hands, wresting it from his competitors 
and keeping the pattern almost intact. 

Yet, while Flagg’s style in drawing has some of the 
marks of Gibson’s influence, it also shows definite char- 
acteristics of its own. Flagg is not an imitator—only a 
careful cultivator of the Gibson cult in pen-and-ink 
drawing. His work has not the ease, the careless force 
of Gibson’s; it is more painstaking, more polished, more 
correct. It somehow suggests the academic. 

In humor—the dry, scorching, crackling, intellectual 
American humor—the two satirists are very much alike. 
Mr. Flagg opens his book by showing us Mephistopheles 
and Cupid playing hide-and-seek round a schoolroom 
globe of the world. Then he gives us his idea of how 
we as a nation take art, literature, music, the drama, 
ete., and of course the eternal American feminine is al- 
most never abseht from these open pages of our national 
history. ‘“Fatalists’” shows us two absorbed lovers sit- 
ting on a railroad bridge, totally oblivious of a train 
jvst coming round the curve.

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THE ART OF LILIEN. 
AN APPRECIATION OF THE NEW ART 
OF AN ANCIENT PEOPLE. 

By Allan Davis. 

N a thin quarto volume most attractively bound and 
[ princes. Mr. Levussove of the art department of the 

College of the City of New York discusses the draw- 

ings of Ephraim Lilien, a well-known Jewish artist 
whose work bids fair to win him a notable place 
among contemporary illustrators. There is just enough 
text to explain without diffusiveness; the fourteen illus- 
trative cuts have been chosen with excellent taste, and 
the book as a whole is a pleasure to read and to handle. 

There have been Jewish artists, but no Jewish art; 

just as there have been Jewish actors and musicians, 
but no Jewish school of acting or of music. To be more 
explicit, in spite of Antokolskis and Israels, Rachels and 
Bernhardts, Mendelssohns and Meyerbeers,. there has 
been no school or movement in any of the arts among 
the Jews that might be said to be truly national—an 
expression of the spirit of the race. And the reason 1s 
simple. Until within fifteen years ago, there was little 
definitely expressed national spirit among the great 
body of the Jews. On all sides the great stream of mod- 
ern life coursed about the ghetto, but the ghetto re- 
mained little changed from what it had been a thousand 
years before. 

Yet gradually, brought into being by causes internal 
as well as external, a new spirit rose among the younger 
men. Impatient of the galling restrictions of a Phara- 
saic orthodoxy; rebellious against the enforced misery

of the race in Eastern Europe; and conscious of the 
reawakening of the slumbering instinct of nationality, 
they felt that there was something barren, if not actually 
degrading, in mere passive survival, without joy, hope, 
or noble works in a lethargy which was content if left in 
peace, and which could only wail helplessly during a 
massacre, when honorable self-defense with bullets was 
more in order, and cherish vapid Messianic dreams till 
the next massacre. The Jews, though reputed a people 
of hard heads and necks, and close fists, are really the 
most idealistically impractical race in the world. They 
are oriental Irishmen. 

Of this new spirit of nationality, the Zionist move- 
ment, which aimed at a return to Palestine of a united 
Jewry, was partly the cause, partly the result. And it 
will explain many things in Lilien’s work to know that. 
he is a Zionist, and that with Boris Schatz he helped to 
found the Bezallel School of Jewish Arts and Crafts in 
Jerusalem. 

Here, then, is a conscious effort at racial expression. 
Yet if we examine Lilien’s work we shall see that its 
technique is not essentially different from that of other 
contemporary wood engravers, and masters of black and 
white. He has learned much from the modern German 
school in the handling of mass, and certain of his deli- 
cate lines are reminiscent of Japanese prints. But a 
national art is determined not so much by the character 
of the technique as by the spirit of the content. Judged 
by this criterion, the work of Lilien is as Jewish as 
the work of Gibson is American: or as that of Valloton 
is French; or as that of Beardsley is not English. - 

Nowhere perhaps is Lilien’s Jewishness—this renas- 
cent Jewishness—more pronounced than in his hand- 
ling of sex. Avoiding alike the prudery of those who 
would gaberdine Aphrodite, and the obscene fleshiness 
that characterizes the work of so many of the Secession. 
ists. his treatment of sex has a solemn beauty that pro- 
ceeds not from naivete but from an elevation of mind 
that regards the nude not as undressed men and women, 
but as figures so noble as to have no need of drapery. 
Sensuous charm is not lacking: the men in such pic- 
iures as “The Song of Love,” “The Song of Sorrow,” 
“The Tand of Illusion” are clean-limbed and muscular; 
the women are lithe and full-bosomed, but there is noth- 
ine in the treatment that would offend the sensibilities 
of the most delicate-minded, or that might not be shown 
toa child. The distinctive qualities of Lilien’s talent are 
not, however, shown so well in these pictures as in those 
which deal with Jewish subjects.
